Eleven Senate Democrats, ted |

PLANE FLOWN BY U.S. ACE 
MISSING ON AFRICAN FLIGHT 


Col. Chesley Peterson and 8 Other 
Americans Were in Army 
Craft 


10 (AP)—A United States Army 
Air Forces plane piloted by one 
of America’s most widely-known 
World War II aces and carrying 
three American passengers was 
reported missing today in south- 
eastern Africa. Four Royal Air 
Force planes immediately began 
a search. 

Col. Chesley G. Peterson of San- 
taquin, Utah, air and military at- 
tache of the United States lega- 
tion in Pretoria, took off Friday 
from Salisbury, Southern Rho- 
desia, and was believed to have 
crashed somewhere between 
there and Mbeya, Tanganyika, 
400 miles to the northeast. 

Commander of a Thunderbolt 
group which operated over Eu- 
rope in the war, Peterson was pro- 
moted to the rank of colonel in 
October 1943 at the age of 23.. At |— 
that time he had made more than 
130 fighter sorties and was credited 
with having shot down at least 
nine enemy planes, probably de- 
stroying seven others and damag- 
ing five more. In January 1944, 
he was listed as one of the Air 
Forces’s 20 aces.

Schwab Mansion, Once a Social 
Center, toGive Way to Apartments 


NEW YORK, May 10 (AP)— 
Hundreds of New York families 
soon will live on the site now oc- 
cupied by the fabulous Charles M, 
Schwab home. Purchase of the 75- 
room chateau for an apartment 
house site was announced today 
by the Prudential Insurance Co. 
of America. 

Built by the late steel magnate 
at a cost of $3,000,000, the granite 
Renaissance chateau occupies a 
city block of land, fronting on Riv- 
erside drive between Seventy-third 
and Seventy-fourth streets. The 
sale price was not disclosed, but 


it was believed Prudential paid in 


excess of $1,250,000 to the Chase 


National -bank, which acquired 
title to the property in settling the 
estate, 

Schwab purchased the land for 
the house in 1902 for $860,000, but 
the house was not completed until 
1905. Quickly it became a center 
of New York's mauve decade so- 
cial life. Its luxurious furnishings, 
including priceless art works, and 
its $50,000 pipe organ were fam-

In smaller towns, the com- 
pany offered to add $2 to starting 
rates and $3 to top rates. 

With respect to rates, they 
would vary according to local con- 
ditions in the areas served by 
Southwestern Bell, the company 
said. It serves Missourf, Arkansas, 
Kansas, Oklahoma, Texas and 
parts of nearby Illinois.

Frankfurter’s Opinion. 


Justice Frankfurter, in a longer 
but not so vehement separate dis- 
sent, went into the history of the 
Fourth Amendment, including its 
English origin, later day applica- 
tions and its constant defense by 
the late Justices Holmes and 
Brandeis, 


“No doubt,” he wrote, “the 
Fourth Amendment limits -the 
freedom of police officers in 
bringing criminals to justice. But 
to allow them the freedom which 
the Fourth Amendment was de- 
signed to curb was deemed too 
costly by the Founders. As Justice 
Holmes said in the Olmstead case, 
‘we must consider the two ob- 
jects of desire, both of which we 
cannot have, and make up our 
minds which:‘to choose,’ 
“Of course, arresting officers 
generally feel irked by what to 
them are technical’ legal restric- 
tions. But they must not be al- 
lowed to be unmindful that such 
restrictions are essential safe- 
guards of a free people.” 
Jackson’s Opinion. 
Justice Jackson, also a former 
Attorney General, in a relatively 
brief and more moderately toned 
dissent, conceded that it was dif- 
ficult to distinguish between 
“reasonable” and “unreasonable” 
gearch and seizure: 
He concluded, however, that “in 
view of the readiness of zealots 
to ride roughshod over claims of 
privacy for any ends that impress 
them as socially desirable, we 
should not make inroads on the 
rights protected by this amend- 
ment.”

MINING BY AIR PRESSURE 
IS SHOWN TO LEGISLATORS 


That Method of Forcing Coal From, Walls 
Said to Be Safest—Control Device 
45 Feet From Contact.

TOVEY, fil., May 10—Use of 
compressed air instead of explo- 
sives—a major development in 
promoting safety in coal mining 
—was studied here today by the 
Illinois legislative committee seek- 
ing means of preventing another 
disaster of the kind that killed 
111 miners at Centralia. 

The legislators, who are sched- 
uled to complete a report embody- 
ing safety recommendations for 
the General Assembly by next 
Thursday, put on overalis and 
went down into Peabody Coal 
Co.'s Mine No. 8 to see how coal 
can be mined in an operation free 
¢rom spark or flame. 

They were accompanied by

The compressed air method, 
developed to elminate explosives 
and attendant hazards, is known 
as airdox. Jt breaks,coal by, forc- 
ing it from.-the. path aes ae 
pressure rather than by shatter- 


der explosion. 

“That’s the safest: way to bring 
down coal?’ William P. Young, 
operating head of the Centralia 
Coal Co., conceded after the coal 
dust explosion set off by a powder 
blast in his mine. Testifying last 
week before the committee in 
Springfield, he said his company 
might switch to compressed air if 
it reopens the blast-torn mine. 

Compressors Above Ground. 

Airdox employs compressors 
which, located. above ground, de- 
velop a pressure of 10,000 pounds 
or more per square inch. The 
compressed air is carried into the 
mine through ohe-inch steel pipes 
and conducted to the working 
“faces” by flexible copper tubing 
with a diameter of less than one- 
half an inch, 

' A cutting machine slices into 
the coal section to be broken 
down, this not: only providing 
room for displacement of the coal 
but producing a better’ commer- 


cial size of the final product. A 
borehole is drilled into the wall, 
and into this is inserted a hollow 
steel tube equipped with a piston 
and valve mechanism, 


The valve release is located in 
copper tubing 45 feet or more 
from the point where the com- 
pressed air strikes the coal and 
breaks it into lumps. The work- 
man operating the valve and the 
gauge recording air pressure are 
around the corner, in one of the 
ventilating tunnels known as 
crosscuts. This is a precaution 
against injury from flying frag- 
ments. 


Descending 370 feet underground 
into the Peabody mine, which is 
one of the largest cage-hoist mines 
in the world, the legislators 
climbed into cars and rode nearly 
three miles. throukh tunnels white 
with rock dust. This dust, when 
blown ihto the air, lessens the 
combustibility of coal dust and 
prevents an explosion from spread- 
ing. Inspectors reported that 
inadequate rock-dusting of the 
Centralia mine was a printipal 
factorsim the henvy lose of ‘Jife.

dox “shots” which dislodged ap- 
proximately 60 tons of coal. Two 
warning calls, “Air in the hole!” 
preceded each discharge of air. 


The impact of the air and the 
breaking of the coal produced a 
muffled blast, but this proved 
easy to get used to. 


Immediately after each dis- 
charge, a workman strode up to 
the broken wall and reinserted the 
airdox tube in another borehole. 
There was no dust, and no fumes, 
After one shot, the broken coal 
gave off a foglike wreath; this 
was water vapor from a damp 
pocket in the seam. 


Something went wrong on one 
of the discharges, the blast being 
delayed, presumably as a result 
of coal fragments fouling the 
mechanism. The workman in 
charge simply flipped a valve 
lever, canceling the shot by re- 
leasing all air from the pressure 
line. Then the working face was 
reinspected and the trouble was 
corrected with less than two min- 
utes’ delay before another dis- 
charge. Had the delayed blast in- 
volved an explosive, it would have 
been extremely hazardous to ap- 
proach the face so soon. 

Other advantages claimed for 
airdox are that it brings fresh 
air into the workings and tends 
to dilute any explosive gas in the 
face regions; it does not weaken 
roof, ribs and timbering; it leaves 
coal much firmer than do explo- 
sives, and in event of an explosion 
from some other source, makes a 
supply of fresh air available for 
trapped miners. 

Cost Varies. 

Cost of installation varies with 
the mine. Young has estimated 
initial cost of installing the equip- 
ment in his Centralia Mine No. 5 


would be $20,000. He said airdox 
would add 10 to 12% cents a ton 
to operating costs, but the manu- 
facturer -disputes this, arguing 
that compressed air is not more 
expensive when one takes into 
consideration costs of shipping ex- 
plosives, storage, burdensome safe- 
guards against explosion and re- 
lated factors. At Tovey the rate 
of production with compressed air 
is about the same as with explo- 
sives, 


Airdox is now used in 16 Tilinols 
and 15 Indiana mines; and in four 
mines in Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia and Ohio. It is employed 


in Young’s mines at Murdock and 
Zeigler, Ill, is in process of dis- 
placing explosives at Tovey, and 
next week will go into use in an- 
other Peabody mine at Taylor- 
ville, Til, 


One legislator, visibly impressed 
by today’s demonstration, said the 
cost of airdox might delay its use 
by “the little operator,” but added, 
“I believe it’s the thing for coal 
mining in the future.” 

Legislators who went down into 
the mine were Senators D. Logan 
Giffin, Springfield; Ora A. Old- 
field, Centralia, and John W. Frib- 
ley, Pana; and Representatives 
Robert H. Allison, Pekin; William 
Robison, Carlinville, and W. P. 
Welker, Vandalia. Four other 
members of the committee were 
unable to attend the demonstra- 
tion.

‘BRITISH EMPIRE 


Conversation With Duke 

of Hamilton “After 
Flight Told in War De- 
partment Volume. 


WASHINGTON, May 10 (AP)— 
‘Rudolf Hess, deputy Nazi fuehrer 
who made his own secret mission 
to Britain during the war, told the 
Britons that the United States 
coveted the British empire. 

Details of the conversation Hess’ 
held with the Duke of. Hamilton 
after the Nazi- fad.landed in an 
airplane in England in May 1941 
are contained in the final volume 
of an eight-volume series on Nazi 
aggression published by the War 
Department and released tonight. 

A transe of the talks, in 
which Hess offered Britain a sep- 
arate tem by guaranteeing Brit- 

pire possessions in return 
for uncontested German control in 
conquered Europe, contained these 
statements by Hess: 

“Germany has no designs on 
America. The ‘so-called -German 
peril was a ludicrous figment of 
imagination. Hitler’s interests 
were European. 

“If we made peace now, America 
would be furious. America really 
wanted to inherit the Bntish em- 
pire.” 

Hess proposed England should 
have a completely free hand in 
the empire, with the sole reserva- 
.tion that Britain should return 
Germany’s former colonies. 

“The interviewer said he had led 
Hess into a discussion of Ireland’s 
position in the German peace pro- 
posal. Hess replied, said the inter- 
viewer, that “in all hig talks with 
Hitler, the subject of Ireland had 
never been mentioned except inci- 
dentally. Ireland had done noth- 
ing for Germany in this war and 
it was therefore to be supposed 
that Hitler would not concern 
himself in Anglo-Irish relations.” 

Maj. Walter C. Giese, former 
American governoge on the four 
man prison board in Berlin, re- 
ported last month that Russia 
wants Hess and other. convicted 
Nazi war criminals who escaped 
hanging to serve out their terms in 
solitary confinement. Hess was 
sentenced to life imprisonment, 

The final volume of the series 
elaberated on details brought out 
in the trial of Nazi war criminals 
or previous official disclosures. 
These included: 

A plot of high Nazi officials, in- 
cluding Field Marshal Wilhelm 
Keitel, chief of the high command 
of the German armed forces, to 
assassinate the French Gen. 
Giraud. That plot, testimony of 
a German intelligence officer 
showed, was foiled by the chief 
of the German Bureau'of Foreign 
Intelligence, Adm, Canaris, who 
subsequently ‘was reported execut- 
ed by the Nazis. The plat was 
hatched after the fall of France.

Baptists of Lack of Bib. |

Bible teaching must be speeded 
up if juvenile delinquency is to be 
slowed down, Robert 8S. Kerr, for- 
mer Governor of Oklahoma, as- 
serted last night in an address at 
the Southern Baptist convention 
at Kiel Auditorium,

Deplores Lack of Knowledge, 


Kerr deplored the lack of knowl- 
edge of the Bible by.“such a large 
percentage of our most intelligent 
and best educated youth.” 

Discussing the “‘task before us,” 
Kerr pointed out that the esti- 
mated economic cost of crime in 
the United States exceeds 15 bil- 
lion dollars a year; that Ameri- 
cans spend six and a half billions 
a year for gambling and seven to 
10 billions for liquor. In many 
large cities, he continued, “we 
know there are more divorces 
granted than marriages consum- 
mated. We know crimes com- 
mitted by our teen-agers have in- 
creased in excess of 100 per cent 
in the last six years.” 

“If we would reduce crime in 
America,” he said, “we must in- 
crease Christian homes; if we 
would slow down juvenile delin- 
quency, we must speed up the 
teachings of the Bible.” 

Some believe the home “is dis- 
integrating under the strain of 
our modern social order,” he con- 
mronee 4 hag that be true, we must 
repair the damage ‘rebuild the 
structure, because society worth 
the name cannot continue without 
the home. 

“The second great agency in 
child training is, of course, the 
church and in the church the 
Sunday school, We of the Protes- 
tant faith can learn much from 
our Catholic and our Jewish broth- 
ers. We know that in the average 
Catholic home and school the child 
receives an average of 300 hours 
per year instruction in the Bible, 
and in the average Jewish home 
and school the child receives 
nearly as much teaching in the 
Hebrew sacred literature. Would 
we not be much better off if we 


spent more time in following their 
example and: less in criticizing 
their beliefs?”

of five pesos—about $1.35—a per- 
son can rent a light plane for 
roughly $2.26 an hour. That 
wouldn’t be enough to pay for the 
depreciation on the plane alone, 
if he owned it. 

“Planes in South America cost 
much more than they do here. A 
plane of the Cub type, for ex- 
ample, would be at least $5000. 
Gasoline is about twice the price 
it is here.

WASHINGTON, May 9 (INS)— 
Close associates of Commerce Sec- 
retary W. Averell Harriman dis- 
closed todry that the former am- 
bassador to Russia feels a Soviet 
version of a Kremlin meeting be- 
tween Stalin and Churchill in Au- 
gust, 1942 is strictly Moscow prop- 
aganda. 

The Russian-licensed newspaper 
Berliner Zeitung published what it 
contended were verbatim notes 
from the conference at which the 
former British prime minfster an- 
nounced postponement of the Brit- 
ish-American invasion of Europe. 

Harriman also attended the 
meeting. as did Soviet Foreign 
Minister V. M. Molotov. 

One associate close to Harriman 
said Harriman had read the re- 
port originating in Berlin and 
“considers it propaganda on a par 


with Russian claims that the Reds 
won the Pacific war.” 


The Russian illustrated maga- 
zine Ogonyok recently published 
the official script of the ‘Soviet 
movie, “The Battle of Stalingrad,” 
which contains a sequence pur- 
porting to give the dialogue that 
transpired at the Kremlin on the 
occasion of Churchill's 1942 visit. 

Stalin and Molotov were quoted

A Coast Guard spokesman said 
such a rescue craft would be of 
special value in rescues in frigid 
seas, where exposure of victims is 
a critical factor in saving them.

Being Built 


Work is well under way on»con- 
struction of an ‘addition té the 
Century Electric Co. Foundry, at 
the northwest corner of Market 
street and Spring avenue, which 
will provide employment for 1000 
persons in two shifts when it is 
completed about July 1. 

An architect's sketch of the 
whole plant, as it will appear 
when completed, is presented here, 
with the addition at the right. 


The new building and machinery 
will represent an investment: ésti- 
mated at $1,000,000, and will ap- 
proximately double present pro- 
duction capacity of the plant. 

The completed unit will have a 
capacity to melt and process by 
cupola and electric furnace 500 
tons of alloy metal in a 16-hour 
day.

Rose Growers 


Sometimes Own 
Worst Enemies 


By VIRGIL G. BAKER 
Sometimes the rose grower is 
the worst enemy of his roses, Dr. 
R. C. Allen of Harrisburg, Pa., 
executive secretary of the Ameri- 
can Rose Society, told members 
and guests of the Rose Society of 
Greater St. Louis last week. Allen 
spoke at a dinner meeting in the 
Gatesworth Hotel, which attracted 
a number of distinguished filori- 
culturists, including Paul A. Kohl 
of the Missouri Botanical Gardens, 
and visitors from as far away as 
Quincy, Il. 

The trouble with most rose en- 
thusiasts, Allen said, is that ‘they 
expect every blossom to be a per-, 
fect flower and, in their anxiety 
to achieve such a résult are too 
likely to overdo everything from 
soil preparation to spraying and 
dusting. 
All the rose asks, he explained, 
is to be, for the most part, just 
left alone to grow. Confusion has 
arisen, he pointed out, between 
the growing of roses in green- 
houses and in growing them out 
of doors. The result is that in 
many cases the out of doors plants 
get too much attention or don’t 
get it in the right way or at the 
right time. 
Good Drainage Required. 

“Any soil that will grow garden 
vegetables will grow roses,” Allen 
said, “and doesn’t need much 
preparation nor excessively deep 
cultivation. A little mound of 
earth at the bottom of the hole 
where the bush is to be set, and 
the spreading of the roots (be- 
cause they have a tendency to

spread out instead of growing 
|}downward) is about all that’s fun- 
damental in planting.” 

“Although roses need plenty of 
water, particularly in hot, dry 
weather, if they are to continue in 
full flower, the plants also need 
Allen pointed out. 
“A water-logged plant will die out. 
The little mound over which the 
roots are spread in planting, aids 
in drainage, and if the soil in gen- 
eral doesn’t drain well something | W 
should be done about that, to the 
point of installing field tile, if 
necessary, 

“Care should be taken against 
| over-fertilizing,” Allen said, point- 
andjing out that in grenhouses where 
roses are grown in bench beds fer- 
tilizing is heavy because some of 
the stuff washes out in the water- 


‘jing. That doesn’t happen with the 


yard or garden plant and care 
should be used not to get the soil 
“too good.” 

“Clay dug from basements is of 
course bad,” Allen said, “but in 
most better class subdivisions to- 


AS? Sec ‘ret of es. 
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day the difficulty of covering 
good top soil with basement clay 
is not allowed to occur.” 
Black Spot Troublesome, 

“The worst disease of the rose,” 
Allen said, “is Black Spot.” Sev- 
eral of those who attended the 
meeting were interested primarily 
in sg how to overcome this 
disease, which is caused by a fun- 
gus that attacks the leaf struc- 
ture, 

“If a plant remains wet over a 
six-hour period, black spot can get 
started,” Allen said, and advised 


dusting shortly before a rain, and 
repeatedly in cool, wet seasons to 
prevent black spot from getting 
started. Once started, it.is impos- 
sible to control. 

Allen advocated use of fungi- 
cides containing fermate, an iron

Science Aids 


Gardener With 
Weed Killers 


By ELEANOR B. McCLURE 
Science’s greatest boon to the 
home gardener in recent years 
has been the chemical weed killer. 
With little effort and at moderate 
cost, it is now’ possible to van- 
quish perennial enemies like dan- 
delions, plantain and dock, 

Principal ingredient of most 
weed killers on the market is a 
chemical compound with a nearly 
unpronounceable name, which is 
commonly called 2, 4-D. Sprays or 
dusts containing this chemical are 
applied to the foliage of plants. 
After a few days, leaves and 
stems of plants may bend or cur! 
and, if the treatment is a success, 
weeds disintegrate and completely 
disappear at the end of a month. 
Fortunately, most obnoxious weeds 
are sensitive to 2, 4D, but the 
best*turf grasses, including blue 
grass, are not. 

Time for application of 2, 4D 
depends upon the growth of plants 
to be treated. Weed killers are 
more injurious to young plants 
and to those that are growing 
rapidly. Wild onion, chick weed 
and other weeds that start growth 
during cool weather should be 
sprayed in March or April. May 
is an excellent time to attack dan- 
delions, plantain, dock, pepper 
grass and the rest of the lawn 
pests that flourish in the warmth 
of late spring. Weed killers are 
more effective if applied while the 
ground is moist, and it is wise to 
spray plants before they go to 
seed. 

Must Replace Patches. 

As to using 2, 4D on the lawn 
in May, here’s a rule worth re- 
membering: It’s good for a good 
lawn, bad for bad ones,. The aim 
should be not only to kill the 
weeds, but to replace them with 
a thick turf, Cool, rainy weather 
this spring has been ideal for 
growth of blue grass and, if 
patches of weeds aren’t too large, 
grass probably will fill in as 
weeds disappear. Lawns with a 
reasonably good stand of grass 

will be greatly benefited by ap- 
plication of 2, 4-D this month, and 
it should be used as soon as pos- 
sible. 

Lawns that require extensive 
renovation should not be treated 
in May. Spraying big patches of 
weeds at this time would produce 
large bare areas in June—a per- 
fect invitation for more weeds, 
or worse still, for weedy grasses. 
Crab grass will take over these 
vacant spots in hot weather, when 


blue grass is dormant. Unfor- 
tunately, weed killers are not at 
all effective against crab grass. 
To be safe, 2, 4-D should not be 
used between May and mid-Au- 
gust on exposed, sunny areas in 
which crab grass thrives. Weedy 
lawns may be treated very ef- 
fectively in late summer or early 
fall, when blue grass grows most 
vigorously. 

Lawns that have a good stand 
of clover may be sprayed in July, 
when it is most resistant. Clover 
will be damaged by 2, 4D even 
at that time, but probably will 
recover. Weed killers are not 


considered safe for use on lawns |;; 


of bent grass. ' 
Grass Needs Feed. 


It is important to encourage |} ' 


blue grass after application of a 
weed killer. This may be done 


‘by fertilizing and seeding the 


lawn, as suggested by Fanny-Fern 
Davis, specialist in turf grasses, 
and consultant: for the National 
Capitol Parks at Washington, 
D.C. Mrs. Davis reports that un- 
less grass is fed after treatment 

with 2, 4-D, growth is noticeably 
checked for about a month. 

After the weed killer spray has 
dried, fertilizer can be broadcast 


at the rate of 3 or 4 pounds per 
100 square feet. It is important to 
avoid burning the grass, so chemi- 
cal fertilizers must be applied 
while the lawn is dry, and must be 
watered in immediately. Grass 
seed can be scattered on the damp 
soil, and as it gerrhinates and be- 
gins to grow, it has the protection 
of the dying weeds. 

In using weed killers, extreme 
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care should be taken to avoid 
injury to desirable plants. Spray- 
ers and dusters should be held’ 
close to the ground, so that the 
least possible quantity of the 
chemical is circulated in the air, 
and 2, 4-D should never be used on 
a windy day. When working close 
to ornamental] trees and shrubs, it 
is a good idea to protect them 
with a shield’ of cardboard. 
Some Plants Damaged. 

Since these weed killers are so 
lethal to many of our finest garden 


secticides. Weed killers contain 
about one part of 2, 4-D in 1000, but 
one part in 1,000,000 will seriously 
damage roses, tomatoes and other 
garden plants. If it is necessary to

plants, the sprayer, including hose, 
pipe connections and nozzle, 
should be washed severa] times in 
warm soapsuds, soaked overnight 
in a solution containing two tea- 
spoons of ammonia for each quart 
of water, and rinsed thoroughly. 
After using some forms of 2, 4-D 
it is necessary to clean the sprayer 
with kerosene before washing it. 
It is simpler, and ever so much 
safer, to buy an_ inexpensive 
sprayer to be ae only ‘with weed 
killers, 

One final precaution: weed kill- 
ers should never be used on bare 
soil, especially if the ground is to 
be seeded to grass or other plants, 
for 2, 4-D will prevent good germi- 
nation of seed. When sprays ate 
used on the foliage of plants, how- 
ever, there is no injury to the soil.

Setback Not Inevitable, Say Economists 


ecoeaas Ruml, Leo Cherne, 
Albert G. Hart, Otto Nathan 
and Others Discuss Price 
Levels and Other Symptoms 
for Post-Dispatch and Sug- 
gest Possible Checks.

NEW YORK, May 10. 
USINESS reports in the past few weeks 


contain much evidence that “the re-|}- 


cession” is here. They show that a 
downturn, the first stage of a recession, 
has come and that in isolated industries 
the familiar symptoms are quite apparent. 

Economists and business men interpret 
these developments as significant, but they 
are not alarmed. They believe that by 
applying the proper palliative measures a 
large-scale depression can be forestalled. 
Most are of the opinion that a serious set- 
back is not inevitable. 

Among those storm signals the slowing 
up of business activity is most ominous. 
Sales are down because prices are high, 
Since controls were lifted nearly a year 
ago, prices zoomed. Individuals have 


retarded their buying, particularly of lux-} 


uries and women’s ready-to-wear clothing 
and in many communities sales and mass 
price cutting have set in. 

And there are other indications, too: 
pre-Easter purchases showed stores moved 
less goods than a year ago, though they 
took in more dollars. Prices were higher, 
but unit sales lower. 

Consequently, the impact is being felt 
by workers. In the ladies-garment indus- 
try here, there is large-scale idleness. 
Cloak manufacturing plants have closed 
temporarily, laying off their employes. 
Dress manufacturing has been curtailed 
dfastically with workers either laid off or 
transferred to part-time employment. Some 
suggest this is a seasonal layoff, but they 
note it is the first big one since before the 
‘War and that it came seyeral weeks earlier 
than expected, 


Willingness to Spend 
Savings Has Decreased. 


Buyers’ resistance is not general yet. 
Durable goods are still in demand, The. re- 
sistance applies essentially to furs, woolens, 
expensive jewelry, sheet music, phonograph 
records, night clubs, small radios and leather 
goods. But it is-accompanied by a reduc- 
tion in the past several months of 60 per 
cent in the redemption of Series E bonds, in- 
dicating a decreasing willingness to spend 
savings for goods. 

Some business leaders, impressed by the 
portents, have taken steps to pick up cus- 
tomers. Jack I. Straus, the enterprising 
and energetic 47-year-old president of R. H. 
Macy & Co., the world’s largest department 
store, took the initiative by calling for a 
cut in prices. Merchants at Newburyport, 
Mass., ‘rstituted a 10 per cent temporary 
price -cut and other communities caught 
the spirit of the Newburyport plan. 


There was nothing idealistic about 
Straus’s full-page advertisements in ‘New 
York newspapers early last month, saying 
that prices were too high and had to come 
down in the interest of national prosperity. 
As Straus explained it to the Post-Dispatch: 
“We did it as a matter of enlightened self- 
interest.” His ads were backed up by an 
announcement that Macy’s believes ‘‘a de- 
pression can be avoided by prompt and 
statesmanlike action by business leaders.” 


Strictly as a matter of good business 
practice, Macy's called for prices to come 
down. The store had had suffic'-nt experi- 
ence with price cutting to know that when 
prices dropped purchases increased. 

It is the Macy theory that larger vol- 
umes of sales created by lower prices i 
offset the loss in markups. This will en- 


-,, ble both producer and distributor to main- 


‘tain present wage levels, get good produc- 
tion from workers paid at these rates and 
maintain a satisfactory margin of profit, 


Nation Js Recovering 
From ‘War Inefficiencies.’ 


Straus who is a little on the hard-boiled 
side put it this way: “The nation is rapidly 
recovering from war-induced inefficiencies, 
the shortages of manpower and materials, 
-the stoppages and breaks in the flow of 
“production lines and the letdown in effort 
which marks a period when demand ex- 
ceeds supply. The rising increase in effi- 
ciency should be translated into lower prices 
rather than into additional profits.” 

The responsibility is everyone's, Straus 
asserted. “Eventually, everybody must insti- 
tute the reduction to make it work,’’ he said. 
“But we never contemplated any sort of price 
agreements among producers and distribu- 
tors as being necessary to the accomplish- 
ment of the objectives that we envisioned.”’ 

Straus described the process as similar 
to chain-reaction, a phrase badly over- 
worked since the first atom-bomb dropped 
on Hiroshima on Aug. 6, 1945. There is a 
chain-reaction, he said, as the impact of 
one product affects another. And he be- 
lieves that this reaction has “very definite- 
ly” started. If it does not die out or take 
too long to reach all business, he main-

Straws in the Wind 


RICES, department store sales and 
P money in circulation have slipped 
in the past weeks says the most 
recent weekly index in the McGraw- 
Hill magazine, Business Week.

He opposes, however, the idea of any 
agreements among business firms because 
of a conviction that the natural competition 
among industries, which is a healthy ele- 
ment in a free economy, will produce the 
desired results. One firm or a few firms 
taking a lead in price reduction inspires 
others to fall into line. His reluctance to 
join with other firms_in an over-all pro- 
gram stems from the game independence 
which in New York has made popular the 
quip, “‘Does Macy tell Gimbel?”’ 


Price-Cutting Said | 
To Have Its Dangers. 


The price-cutting form of blood letting, 
however, has its dangers. And these were 
pointed out to the Post-Dispatch by Prof. 
Albert Gailord Hart of Columbia University, 
who won one of the prizes in the Pabst 
Postwar Employment essay contest in 1944; 
staff economists at McGraw-Hill Publishing 
Co., Dr. Otto Nathan of New York Univer- 
sity, who worked on the Morgenthau plan 
for postwar Germany, and Leo M. Cherne, 
author and economist. 

The principal danger, as they see it, is 
that institution of a series of price cuts will 
force the public to hold off in expectation 
of further cuts, Its result will be the dan- 
gerous one of really freezing purchasing 
power and causing a deepening of the re« 
cession. Prof. Hart said a price cut, to do 
good, must be accompanied by some assur- 


jJance which will convince the public that 


prices have reached bottom. 
by itself,” he advanced, 
matters only worse.

However, he holds that the present cir- 
cumstances make “‘an unusually favorable 
situation for a voluntary price reduction. 
If ever it can work,” he said, “it will work 
now.” That is because there is potential 
demand for goods at prices somewhat re- 
duced from current price levels and enough 
people employed for the moment. 

Cherne is worried, he said, for the first 
time in many months. He regards present 
evidence as a sign that the depression can 
become severe by the end of the year. How 
long it will last and how severe it will be, 
he would not venture, But from data gath- 
ered by the Research Institute, a private 
Adviser to business, labor and Government 
‘of which he is executive secretary and edi- 
torial director, he said he has observed posi- 
tive depression trends. 

These are a decline of buying power

industry and business plans for expansion 
and improvement, and a false consumer de- 
mand. To support his last contention he 
noted that a survey of East Coast cities 
indicated that waiting lists for refrigera- 
tors had evaporated by the time dealers 
obtained supplies. One reason he gave was 
that families whose incomes increased dur- 
ing the war lived on a higher standard and 
saved proportionately less of their incomes 
than before the war. They have no savings 
for these hard goods, he asserted. 


Other Groups Must Help 
To Stave Off Depression. 


But Cherne considers the policy initiated 
by Macy entirely valid. Voluntary price 
cuts, as urged by the Macy ads, particularly 
in building materials, shoes and hides at 
the present time, he said, would reduce the 
potential danger substantially. Further, if 
it were possible to get a big reduction in 
food prices, he remarked, it would be. still 
more helpful. ‘‘Price reduction is the best 
and only available flood gate to release the 
accumulating waters of depression in orderly 
fashion,” he said. 

Along with others, Cherne argues that 
groups besides the business community must 
help stave off depression. 
stance,” he said, “‘should place its main em- 
phasis on price reduction which benefits the 
total group rather than on ~ age increases 
that less effectively benefit a partial group. 
Labor must increase productivity, eliminate 
inefficiency, featherbedding and other high 
cost methods.” 

His idea of what the role of business 
should be is summed up in the phrase: 
“More goods made at higher real wages for 
lower prices.” Then, he thinks, the Gov- 
ernment must create a tax and fiscal policy 
capable of directing investment and initia- 
tive where it is needed at a given time, and 
complete plans now for public works that 
can be used in emergency times (this would 
include an MVA). And farmers should take 
steps to increase the stake and income of 
tenant farmers while planning to avoid crop 
imbalance and land destruction. 

Beardsley Ruml, Macy’s board chairman 
who is always on hand with original eco- 
nomic ideas, gave his opinTons to the Post- 
Dispatch in his usual informal but vigorous 
manner. For him, there were three promis- 
ing signs and various actions needed by each 
of three Government departments. 

He regards as checks on the advance of 
depression; the actions of state. and local 
governments in keeping taxes up when the

politically astute thing might have been to 
reduce them; the Congressional reorganiza- 
tion bill which created the joint legislative 
committee on the budget and a legislative 
policy committee, and the report of the 
board of economic advisers under the full 
employment bill, He said the report gave 
the business community more than it has 
ever had in order to plan for the future and 
attributed the Macy announcement on prices 
directly to that document, 


Rum! Suggests 
Partial Tax Cutting. 


But lacking and necessary to prevent a 
serious economic slump, he said, weré con- 
structive attitudes in the departments of 
Agriculture, Labor and Treasury. Agricul- 
ture, he said, was more concerned with 
farmers than food; there was no production 
program in peacetime paralleling the -war- 
time ‘‘Food Will Win the War’ drive. 

“The Labor Department,” he continued, 
‘ig more interested in unions than in work.” 
“The department,” he contended, “‘shows lit- 
tle interest in vocational guidance, training 
and apprenticeship.” Then he turned to the 
Treasury, 

“It is more interested in surpluses than 
in prosperity,’’ he declared. “It talks about 
keeping taxes up to prevent inflation when 
it ought to be selling Series E bonds. 
There’s no reason the Treasury can’t sell 
three billion dollars worth of E bonds now.’’ 

Rum! believes taxes should be reduced so 

that purchasing power would be increased 
by the amount of tax reduction for people 
who need it while the “thot money that 
causes inflation’’ would be siphoned off the 
market through the sale of Government 
bonds. 
» He believes many business men would 
like to’ get prices down, but said they need 
some Government co-operation. ‘What he 
meant was a repetition of the actions he 
demanded of Government departments plus 
organized cutting of food prices. 

In a broad way, Ruml’s remarks sought 
the same objectives as a seven-point pro- 
gram of an entirely different character out- 
lined by Chester Bowles in a recent issue of 
the New York Times. Bowles sees a shock 
ahead but thinks that his proposals might 
cushion it. 

He asks for continuation of rent controls 
for at least one more year after June 30, 
passage of the Taft-Wagner-Ellender hous- 
ing bill, extension of social security pay- 
ments to farmers and self-employed, lifting 
of the minimum wage to 65 cents an hour, 
protection to the farmer against low prices, 
a bold program of economic aid to peoples 
of Europe and Asia, and an adequate tax 


program based on a reasonable budget and 


a reduction of the national debt. 

These steps can hardly be called “‘radical,’’ 
Bowles suggests, and they may restore the 
eight billion dollars of purchasing power 
which he says competent economists have 
estimated as the amount lost to Americans 
in the form of rising prices since the death 
of OPA. ‘ 

Botr the McGraw-Hill economists and 
Dr. Nathan emphasiz* yet another element— 
the tremendous amount of annual Federal 
expenditures, now amounting to 35 billion 
dollars. Just what this continuous pump 
priming will do to check the depression they 
cannot say, but they think it should have 
some value in keeping the economy going at 
least better than aftcr the last war. 


Federal Spending 
Helpful in Short Run. 


The most recent memorandum from 
McGraw-Hill to executives, called The 
Pulsebeat of.Industry, said: “Such (spend- 
ing) would amount to pump-priming—un- 
planned but gigantic. However unhappy 
the long-term implications of such Federal 
finances, the short-run effects are clear: 
(it) would support income and business 

. It’s like the effect that the unwished- 
for but inescapable defense program had in 
making the boom of 1940-41.” 

Dr. Nathan, who believes the capitalist 
system must have its depressions, thinks 
those who speak of price decline and de- 
pression as alternatives talk nonsense. But 
he feels business is realistic enough to make 
voluntary price cuts when its goods show 
signs of slow mfovement. He fears the talk 
about depression may do more toward 
causing one because of the psychological 
repercussions on buying habits. People may 
get frightened by the talk and refuse to 
spend, he holds. He agrees that business 
must act in concert to avoid economic ills, 
but he adds the one element he considers 
alien to business men, “They must consti- 
tute a genuinely planned economy,” he said. 

The consensus is: Something must be done. 
As Bowles said in his article, the measures 
to be taken will not restore the losses or 
the mistakes of the past months; “But if we 
act promptly, they will help. They may 
even turn a potential smash-up into a 
mod@st readjustment of the cream-puff

\Virginia Governor Whose Law 


Against Strikes in Utilities: 
Has Met a Test Successfully: 


Distance Calls, With 6000 


State Has Had Normal Telephone Service, Except for Long 


Workers Remaining at Jobs; 


“Genial Big Bill Tuck” Scoffs at Suggestion That He Is 


Anti-Labor. 


IRGINIA has been one state where 


V sexs service was impaired. 

For this Virginians can thank rotund, 
genial Governor William M, Tuck, Seem- 
ingly an easy-going sort, thé Governor has 
some very adamant ideas on legislative pol-* 
icy, The one in point in this instance is 
that no-strike can be tolerated which would 
adversely affect the public interest, 

Early this year he pushed through the 
state legislature what has proved to be pos- 
sibly the most effective of all state laws 
intended to check strikes in public utilities. 

He discussed the legislation the other day 
with a Post-Dispatch reporter in his modest 
office in the capital here, and expressed 
satisfaction with the way it has worked out 
in its crucial test. 

Virginia’s 6000 telephone workers re- 
mained at their switchboards and other 
assignments while most of their fellow 
unionists struck throughout the country. 
Last year, when he had been in office but 
a few months, the state was confronted 
with a strike of its utility workers. Tuck 
stopped that by digging up an old Colonial 
statute which enabled him to draft into 
the militia members of the AFL Electrical 
Workers. The strike was called off and the 
dispute arbitrated. 

But this expedient was recognized by 


Tuck for what it was, and early this year 
he pushed through 
the legislature a law 
intended to check 
strikes in public util- 
ities. It calls for a 
five-week notice of in- 
tion to strike, ulti- 
mate seizure by the 
state if the contro- 
versy is not adjusted 
within that periods 
and penalties against 
both workers an@ the 
companies if the state 
is forced to resort to 
seizure. The intent is 
to impose a pressure 
on both parties to 
settle their own dis- 
putes. 

As it worked out in 
the telephone strike, 
its first test, negotia- 
tions were continuous 
and the service was . 
uninterrupted. The 
acid test will come 
with expiration of the 
cooling-off period — 
May 14 in some parts 
of the state, May 20 
in others. If the 
Chesapeake & Poto- 
mac Telephone Co. of Virginia and its 6000 
employes haven’t composed their differences 
by that time, the state will take over opera- 
tions of the company. 

Just now, the Governor seems to be in 
the saddle, and he was obviously pleased 
with the first test of his utility strike law. 


Thinks Plan Is Fair 
And Protects the Public. 


“T think the plan is fair,” he said. ‘“‘It 


protects the public interest and it provides | 


a strong incentive to both management and 
labor to settle their own disputes.”’ 

Tuck, at 50 years, has been a holder of 
public office most of his adult life, start- 
ing when he was two years out of law 
school as a member of the Virginia House 
of Delegates. He began as the youngest 
member and eight years later, when he was 
graduated to the upper chamber of the 
legislature, he was the second youngest 
State Senator. . 


After 10 years-in the Senate, he was 
elected Lieutenant Governor, and in 19465, 
Governor, That is an office in whiclt he 
cannot succeed himself, He avows an in- 
tention never again’to seek public office. 
Nevertheless his associates think he could 
be persuaded to become a candidate again 
if a higher post—possibly United States 
Senator—became open, 

For himself, Tuck says only that he 
plans to resume the practice of law at 
South Boston, in Halifax County where he 
was born. He wants to watch the to- 
bacco grow on his 100-acre farm near 
there and get in a little fishing on the 
Hyko river. 

It is difficult, ‘however, to imagine so vig- 
orous and successful a politiclan as Tuck 
retiring only three years from now to the 
quiet life of the tobacco grower and country 
lawyer in South Boston “— “‘South Boston, 
that is,” he repeated with a twinkle in his 
eye, emphasizing the first word after the 
manner of that fictional professional south- 
erner, Senator Claghorn. 


GOVERNOR TUCK

RICHMOND, Va., May 10, 
throughout the strike a telephone sub- 


scriber got normal service, except on long distance calls to other states 


weighing 225 pounds, the Governor has 
something of the appearance of an over- 
weight prizefighter,. But he bounces around 
with agility, and has an abundance of en- 
ergy. His hair is receding a bit at the 
forehead, but what there is of it is abun- 
dant, brown and curly. He dawdled with— 
a pair of shell-rimmed glasses which he 
uses for close reading, and spoke freely and 
frankly of his polittcal convictions. Ques- 
tions deliberately phrased to irritate a less 
candid man—having to do with his associa- 
tions with the so-called “Byrd machine” in 
Virginia; the state’s relatively low ranking 
in school facilities by educational societies; 
the criticisms made by labor leaders of his 
“anti-labor’” views — he handled in stride 
and answered without hesitation. 

Often described as a member of the 
“Byrd machine,” Tuck said it was not a 
“machine,” but an “organization” directed 
by United States Senator Harry F. Byrd, 
the senior Senator from Virginia. 

“In the second place,” he said, “I wasn’t 
Byrd’s original choice for Governor. I got 
out and campaigned and won his support 
when it became apparent that I was lead- 
ing the field. 

“But I love Byrd,” he added, and when 
asked how often he talked with the Senator 
about Virginia poli- 
tics, he didn’t pause 
before replying: “Just 
as often as I can.” 

Tuck didn’t say sO, 
but others wise in 
Virginia Democratie 
politics told the re 
porter Byrd at- 
tempted to dissuade 
the Governor from 
pushing his utility 
labor bill on the 
ZEround that “it 
wasn't good politics.” 

Virginia publie 
schools don’t rank 
high, even now. The 
latest reckoning of 
the National Educa- 
tion Association, sev- 
eral years out of date 
and using various cri- 
teria, placed the state 
about fortieth. But 
Tuck’s first action 
when he took office 
was to bring to the 
attention of the legis- 
lature, through his 
inauguraladdressa, 
the need for improve 
_ing the school system, 
and in the special session he called last

Sigh of Relief 
‘Many Americans will breathe a sigh of relief 
at the report from Athens that the United 
States is moving on two broad fronts to clean up 
First, through Ambassa- 
dor MacVeagh, it is negotiating with political 


" Jeaders for formation of a broadly-based Greek 


Government. Second, at the suggestion of Mark 
Ethridge, it is proposing an amnesty, to. be su- 
pervised by U.N., to draw the Greek guerrillas 
out of the hills and end the civil war. 

, The accomplishment of both these objectives 
is vital if the Greek aid program, the first mile- 
stone in the far-reaching Truman doctrine, is to 
be successful, King Paul’s present Greek Gov- 
ernment is not representative of the country as 
a whole. It excludes the Liberal party, led by 
Themistocles Sophoulis, the second largest group 
in Parliament. The Liberal party favors com- 
promising with the guerrillas. Not long ago 
Sophoulis himself suggested that the United 
States Government should request King Paul to 
hold new elections. 

Who are the guerrillas with whom Saqphoulis 
would compromise and to whom it is n 
posed to grant amnesty? -There are undoub 
Communists among them; there are ern 
criminals among them; but by and large. the 
guerrillas are the selfsame Greek patriots who 
formed the fighting underground when the 
Nazis occupied Greece. A properly-conducted 
amnesty by a disinterested U.N. commission 
would screen out the dangerous elements. 

* ” o 

An amnesty of a sort is now in effect in 
Greece, but it permits the Government to try for 
civil crimes any guerrillas that might surrender. 
The amnesty has not worked. -In the Greek 
Government and the Greek Army are many per- 

sons who collaborated with the Nazis and whose 
skins are at stake if an invesfigation were made 
into their activities. The guerrillas aren’t likely 
to deliver themselves to such persons. 

Moreover, the guerrillas know that the pres- 
ent Greek Government has ruthlessly persecuted 
its political enemies. A qualified observer told 
Arthur Krock of the New York Times that “in 
one three-day period, after the United States 
said it would assume political responsibility, the 
Greek Government arrested about 600 persons 
in Athens, mostly professionals—doctors, lawyers, 
etc—and sent them away, frankly declaring 
there was no longer any need to exercise re- 
straint.” A Greek-type Gestapo is functioning, 
arresting citizens between midnight and 5 a.m., 
and deporting prisoners to lonely islands within 
24 hours without trial. | 
| * . . 

The Greek Government seems to represent ’an 
oligarchy of Athens’s 3000 wealthiest citizens 
whom the Government protects against direct 
taxation and whose gold hoards prevent them 
from suffering the effects of Greek inflation. 
These citizens profited by the British occupation 
and, now that the British are pulling out, have 
looked forward eagerly to the American dollars 
which are about to be poured into Greece. 

President Truman represented our interven- 
tion in Greek affairs as a determination to pre- 
vent free people from being dominated, against 
their will, by Communists. But, as everyone 
knows, the picture is far more complicated than 
that. Unless a reform in the Greek Government 
is brought about, our American dollars will go 
to promote tyranny instead of democracy. 

It is, in addition, a truism to say that, unless 
the civil war is ended and Greece is pacified, 
any American money that is spent on recon- 
struction will be, as Walter Lippmann put it, 
poured down the rathole. The British found 
this to be true when a lot of the bridges they 
built were blown up in the civil fighting. The 
Greek economy needs building from the bottom 
and that cannot be done while the country is in 
bloody turmoil. 

o . * 

But above and beyond the internal situation 
of Greece is the fact that Greece offers the first 
test of the Truman doctrine. If it is not im- 
plemented in the way now proposed by Messrs. 
MacVeagh and Ethridge, the doctrine will be ex- 
posed to legitimate attack by its enemies, both 
home and abroad, It will be charged that the 


great United States Government has played false - 


to its own noble traditions by aiding Greek 
tyrants to wipe out Greek patriots. It will be 
charged that the American attempt to restrain 
Communism is merely a power play, without 
sound basic principles. It will be charged that 
the fair words uttered by Mr. Truman on March 
12, when he portrayed the world struggle be- 
tween democracy and totalitarianism, were just 
so Many words. 

There are those who argue that the United 
States has no business intervening in the inter- 
nal affairs of another country. Generally speak- 
ing, that is true, but we were invited into Greece 
by the Greek Government itself and we are fur- 


nishing the funds to save Greece from economic 


and political disaster. Under the circumstances, 
we have the right to set the conditions under 
which our money can be spent to good purpose. 

We haven't the right to issue imperial edicts 
from Washington, but we have the right to the 
kind of. negotiating now being conducted by 
Messrs, MacVeagh and Ethridge. 
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Music in the Grand Manner 


The impending visit of the Metropolitan 
Opera will present St. Louisans with an ‘oppor- 
tunity to unleash a complex of emotions not or- 


dinarily touched by the less flamboyant types of ‘~ 


music. Grand opera, by nature, is &xtravagant 
—in its amplitude, its postures and its insistent 
demand for a suspension of commonplace reason- 
ing. Many persons regard its traditional forms 
as hopelesWy outmoded, but they are in the 
minority even in the United States where opera 


| is hardly an indigenous form. 


Actually the conventions of opera are ad as 
unsound, psychologically, as they seem to be on 
the surface. The lover who celebrates his pas- 
sion in 10 minutes of song has no exact model 
in the conscious life of modern society. But in 
externalizing an emotion that all humanity has 
felt he becomes the spokesman for uncounted 
thousands who mute their passions because it is 
socially unfeasihle to do otherwise. 

Nor should it be forgotten that the operatic 
form has called into being some of the best 
music ever written. The dramatic genius of 
Verdi found in opera the only eongenial mode 


of expression. Mozart produced symphonic mas- 
terpieces, but was even more exuberant and 
crystalline in “The Marriage of Figaro” and 
“Don Giovanni.” ; 

So opera is neither dead nor dying. Economic 
causes have prevented the production of opera 
on the traditionally grand scale in any but the 
largest cities. To fill this void the Metropolitan 
has instituted nationwide tours, and the St. Louis 
Symphony is sponsoring it here. St. Louis, 
now experimenting with opera on an intimate 
scale, gave an impressive welcome to the Met 
when it came Aast year and the series which 
opens on Wednesday promises to be the same 
sort of grand gala. 
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Signal Hoist From Out of the Fog 

After unsuccessfully undergoing the revolu- 
tion imposed upon it by air power during World 
War II, the United States Navy emerged with 
the trident of global supremacy. But from Bi- 
kini’s tropical lagoon the ionized smoke of the 
atomic bomb engulfed our 5,000,000 tons of 
fighting ships in a fog of uncertainty. A fog of 
oblivion, some creditable sources said. 

Battlewagons that pounded enemy shores, 
cruisers that sank major Jap warships and even 
the newly acclaimed aircraft carriers loomed 
ghostily as the potentialities of atomic energy, 
jet propulsion, gas turbines, guided missiles and 
pilotless aircraft expanded. Now, emerging 
from the fog and rough seas, the Navy has at 
last hoisted a few signal flags indicating its 
course. 

It has announced from Washington that it 
is setting up a special section for developing 
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atomic-powered warships and the general naval _ 


program, although perhaps necessarily vague, 
shows that the whole concept of naval warfare 
will be altered radically—and perhaps even 
speedily. 

The United States is not alone in looking 
deeply into the future of navies. Britain, with 
all battleships save one laid, up, last month 
launched what was described as a light aircraft 
carrier with “atomic bomb defenses shrouded 
in canvas.” Churchill spoke mysteriously of ‘the 
, unexpungeable” warship. Russia, 
announced she would build a navy appropriate 
to her position in world affairs, and is reported 
to be specializing in submarines. 

Our Navy’s information indicates that battle- 
ships will be replaced by heavily armored 
guided missile ships; tfat submarines will be- 
come atomic weapon launchers—and even the 
capital ships of tomorrow; destroyers will be 
graduated into an “attack-killer’” class; carriers 
will be discarded for fast interceptor ships 
bearing pilotless planes for destroying enemy 
rockets aimed at the United States. 

If navies are not to be swept from the seas, 
they myst undergo a revolution more far-reach- 
ing than when steam and iron replaced sail and 
wood—or when planes sank Jutland battleships. 
Partly because of the rapidity of science’s ad- 
vances today and partly because our Navy has 
fewer barnacle-encrusted “battleship admirals,” 
the first signal hoist from out of the fog appears 
to be at least provident. 
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Seven Weeks 


Seven weeks ago next Tuesday afternoon, at 
almost time for the Way shift to leave the pit, 142 
men were trapped in the Centralia Coal Co.’s 
Mine No. 5 by a coal dust explosion. Thirty-one 
men managed to escape, One hundred and eleven 
were brought otit as corpses over the next sev- 
eral days. A series of investigations made clear 
that this tragic loss of life was due to deliberate 
negligence on the part of the company and the 
compromise of the mine inspection service by 
political control all the way to the top at Spring- 
field. 

Seven weeks and still Gov. Green has not 
appeared before a legislative committee where 
he could be questioned by elected representatives 
of the victims and their survivors. 


Seven weeks and still the politicians in control — 


have not had the simple decency to come out for 
civil service for mine inspectors. 
Seven weeks—and a bucket of whitewash.

Books to Combat Hate and Prejudice on Anniversary of Nazi Bonfires 


Just 14 years ago this weekend, Hitler’s 
noisy, lh tnt uniformed. minions were 
feeding bonfires throughout Germany ‘with 
books declared in opposition to Nazism. 
Some books were burned because of what 
they said, others merely because their au- 
thors were on the hate list. 

After the totalitarian crimes had involved 
the United States along with the reat of 
the world in war, the late Stephen Vincent 
Benet wrote a poem entitled “They 
Burned the Books.” Copyrighted in 1942, 
it contained these words: : 


We, too, shall build a fire, though not 
in fear, 

Revenge or barren hate, but such a great 

And cleansing fire it shall leap through 
the world 

Like a leaping flame! 

Freedom to speak and pray, 

Freedom from want, and fear, freedom 
for all; 

Freedom of thought, freedom of man’s 
bold mind! 


The National Conference of Christians 
and Jews is observing the book-burning 
anniversary this year with the issuance of 
a list of books designed to produce the 
cleansing, freeing effect described in Poet 
Benet’s lines. In St. Louis, copies are be- 
ing distributed from the local office, 1614 
Chemical building. 

The forepart of the list is given over to 
three groups of books primarily of Jewish, 
Protestant and Catholic interest, includ- 
ing. some for the children in each faith, 
Selections are by churchmen, librarians, re- 
ligious editors, scholars and others com- 
petent to make such choices. 

A third list, entitled “goodwill books for 
all,” emphasizes intergroup relations, un- 
derstanding and appreciation. Those who 


compiled this list were Willard Johnson, - 


vice president of the National Conference 
of Christians and Jews; Harry J. Alder- 
man, librarian, American Jewish Commit- 
tee, and Laurence A. Leavey, executive sec- 
retary, Catholic Library Association.

Vandenberg told the House com- 
mittee that before Pearl Harbor 
various departments had valuable 
military intelligence but that it 
was neither co-ordinated nor dis- 
tributed to the proper officials.

“departmental” and not “national.” 

Deoesn’t Make Policy. 

“Now,” he said, “it falls to the 
Central. Intelligence Agency to 
present this over-all picture in a 
balanced, national intelligence es- 
timate, including all pertinent 
data. From this the ‘President 
and appropriate officials can draw 
a well-rounded picture on which 
to base their policies. And it 
should be clearly borne in mind 
that the Central Intelligence 
Agency does not make policy.”

This brings up the question 
whether a military man or a 
civilian should head this .im- 
portant group.

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BASIC CONFLICTS IN INDIA'S STRIVING FOR NATIONHOOD 


BOMBAY, India, May 10. 

ITH each passing week, the 

problems confronting .the 

architects of India freedom 
loom into clearer perspective, At 
this crucial stage, the destiny of 
India rests largely with half a 
dozen Men. 

Adm, Viscount Mountbatten, the 
new viceroy, must bear the brunt 
of British responsibility, though 
he will be continually backed by 
the Labor cabinet in London. 

On the Moslem side the single 
voice that counts is that of 70- 
year-old Mohammed Ali Jinnah, 
whose followers think he will yet 
become the father of his country. 

Two septuagenarians in the 
Congress, Mohandas*K. Gandhi 
and party disciplinarian Valla- 
bhbhai Patel, will be the key fig- 
ures in that party's strategy con- 
ferences, along with idealistic Ja- 
waharlal Nehru, who, at 57, is the 
youngest top-flight leadér on the 
Indian scene. 

For the Indian states, it now ap- 
pears, there will be no unified 
leadership. The chancellor of the 
Chamber of Princes, his highness 
the Nawab of Bhopal, has failed 
to keep all the major rulers with 
him in maintaining a strong and 
independent line as regards the 
British Indian parties. 

All Sense Urgency of Crisis. 

Politicians, professors, business 
men, lawyers, legislators, and 
many others with whom I have 
talked, sense the urgency of the 
crisis. They, like the Filipinos, 
have learned that independence is 
no magic formula that banishes 
all difficulties. To most of them 
the storm clouds have never 
seemed so black as now with 
British rule slated to end by June 


Hindu-Moslem riots have vir- 
tually wiped out any _ spirit of 
compromise between the major 
communities; inflation is gnawing 
at the economic vitals . of the 
country; and social upheaval is 
revealing itself in town and coun- 
try. Combined with an adminis- 
trative deterioration visible at all 
levels of government, these fac- 
tors spell trouble ahead. 

Yet I have found. few Indians 
who want Britain to postpone its 
departure. Nationalists say they 
have not come this far just to turn 
back. Even less appreciated is 
the suggestion that a U.N. trus- 
teeship be invoked to maintain 
order after the British leave. 

“Of course we must expect dis- 
turbances,” a business man said 
to me recently, “but the story of 
Europe shows that most coun- 
tries have difficulties just at this 
stage of their history. There 
would be worse troubles if the 
British tried to hang on. Our 
job is to get through the transi- 
tion period as quickly as possible 
so that all this will be behind us.” 

Inevitable That Britain Quit. 

There is a feeling among In- 
dians that the British decision to 
quit this country was inevitable. 

The risi nationalist pressure, 
which exploded once in 1942, 
showed signs at the end of the 
war of exploding again, The 
“steel framework” of British rule 
in India was shakier than it had 
ever been before. Understa‘tfed be- 
cause of the wartime suspension 
of recruitment, the civil services 
that really govern the country 
were further dissipated by the 
many special war assignments 
that plucked members from their 
normal posts. 

Weak government at a time of 
uncertainty and nationalist fervor 
included do-nothingness, corrup- 
tion and unrest. Disrespect for 
law and order increased. Short of 
reconquering the country—a job 
for which the war-weary British 
electorate had no taste—there was 
nothing Britain could do about it. 

The disappearance of alien rule 
will not, however, solve all these 
problems at a atroke. The 
fledgling Indian regime will in- 
herit them and a host of other 
difficulties, whose complexities are 
even now only partly understood. 

Here is a newly-awakening 
country ot 400 million people, all 
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Britain’s Leaving in

Problems, but Few Want Her to Stay — 
Prime Problems to Solve Are Internal Peace 
and External Security. 


but a handful of whom still live 
at a bare margin of existence in 
poverty, hunger and ignorance. 
One quarter of them are subjects 
of a conglomeration of mostly 
autocratic and even feudal Indian 
princes, while the remainder, as 
residents of the provinces of 
British India, have some contact 
with political parties, elections, 
and parliamentary government. 


Again, 25 per cent of the Indian 
people are Moslems, linked to- 
gether in religion and drawing 
ever closer in politics. Hindus, 
plus slight percentages of Sikhs, 
Christians, Jains, Buddhists and 
others, make up the remainder. 


Indians speak a dozen principal 
languages and pride themselves on 
as many regional cultures, 


The gathering of all these 
threads into a fabric of nation- 
hood is one of the biggest tasks 
of the country’s leaders. 


The job must be tackled, more- 
over, at this particular moment of 
eeonomic and social turbulence. 


Economy Unbalanced. 


‘Wartime inflation and the short- 
age of.goods gravely unbalanced 
Indian economy. Prices shot up 
800 per cent—or 10 times as much 
as in the United States up to 1945 
—and are still rising. Food, cloth, 
kerosene and other necessities al- 
most disappeared from the open 
market because of military de- 
mands, 


While military contractors 
profiteers and black - marketers 
made unimagined fortunes, Bom- 
bay millhands and similar work- 
ers at most doubled their wages, 
leaving their real incomes below 
prewar levels. White collar work- 
ers, as usual, were worse off. 


The war stimulated social rest- 
lessness. Tens of thousands of 
villagers followed war jobs into 
the cities, where they were ex- 
posed to new and revolutionary 
influences, Likewise soldiers 
brought back to their home com- 
munities novel ideas, 


Indian Communists and Social- 
ists, taking advantage of these 
new influences, have. already 
launched vigorous offensives on 
the existing capitalist and feudal 
systems, Strikes have spread not 
only through industrial labor, but 
also into professional and office 
classes and share-cropping tenant 
farm labor, 


Hindu-Moslem Violence. 


As if this setting did not pro- 
‘vide enough handicaps for the 
constitution makers, the wave of 
Hindu-Moslem outbreaks which 
has swept this country in the last 
eight months has disrupted every 
effort to return to normal. Riots 
in the name of reliigion and poli- 
tics have caused Indians to choose 
sides. Because of them, the Mos- 
lem League now represents the 
Moslems more solidly than ever 
before, The Congress, likewise, 
and against the will of some of its 
leaders, is increasingly the mouth- 
piece of the much larger Hindu 
community. 


All of these are the root issues 
that will condition the policy 
makers’ work during the next 
year, 


Immediate Decisions. 


Immediately, however, there are 
a number of vital, practical politi- 
cal and administrative decisions 
that must be reached before the 
new India can be planned, 

Eyvery other question hangs on 
the overriding first point: Who is 
to inherit British authority? 
India, has, unfortunately, no sin- 
gle George Washington. On the 


one hand, there is M, K. Gandhi 
and the Indian National Congress; 


on the other, M. A. Jinnah and the 
All-India Moslem League. As yet 
there is little common ground be- 
tween them. 


The Congress, whose saffron, 
white and green flag is carried by 
such Nationalist veterans as Ja- 
waharlal Nehru, Vallabhbhai Pa- 
tel, and C. Rajagopalachari, has 
led the independence: struggle 
from its beginning. A united free 
India is its traditional demand. 
For long years it stood unchal- 
lenged in the political field, : 


Since 1940, however, the Mos- 
lem League has taken great 
strides with its creed of Pakistan. 
Especially after the big riots, 
Moslems have embraced the be- 
lief that this separate Indian 
Moslem ate is the only solu- 
tion. They now regard Hindus 
and Moslems as belonging to dif- 
ferent nations. 


Viceroy’s Biggest Headache, 


Once upon a time, the records 
show, British officials relished 
antagonism between the Congress 
Revolutionaries and the political- 
ly less advanced Moslems, Inter- 
community disputes split the op- 
position to British rule. Now 
these same dissensions, greatly 
magnified, are Lord Mountbat- 
ten’s biggest headache. 


Under instructions to arrange 
a peaceful transfer of power, he 
is finding it difficult, as Ameri- 
cans in 1861 found it impossible, 
to compromise one party’s deter- 
mined stand for national unity 
with the other party’s insistence 
on partitior®é Unless two-party 
agreement is reached, the Viceroy 
may have to adjudicate this basic 
question, hoping that neither side 
will be sufficiently dissatisfied 
with his decision to take up arms. 


Once that hurdle is crossed, the 
practical problems of transferring 
authority will come to the fore. 


As a British dependency, India 
in recent centuries has not been 
self-sufficient in administration, 
defense, or key industrial and 
scientific undertakings. Even if 
the country remains united, there- 
fore,: the job of transferring. au- 
thority entirely to Indian hands 
next year will be difficult. 

Divisions in Armed Forces, 

Look, for example, at the armed 
forces. More than half the offi- 
cers in the Indian army are still 
British, All 50 general officers 
above the rank of brigadier are 
British, while the senior Indian 
officers are 12 brigadiers. Lieu- 
tenant colonels are being trained 
for major generals’ jobs, and cap- 
tains for colonels’ posts. 


The Royal Indian navy is in 
even worse straits. It has no 
Indian officers above the rank of 
commander and a great deficiency 
of dockyard and specialist staff. 


The 10 squadrons of the Royal 
Indian air force are equally de- 
pendent on British technical serv- 
ices. Obviously, therefore, the 
Indian armed forces could not sus- 
tain their present efficiency after 
withdrawal of the British element. 
A military mission similar to 
the wartime American mission in 
China is being considered as par- 
tial solution, 


Similarly the civil administra- 


» 


the ‘Indian states into the national 
pattern, Clearly, though the Ma- 
harajas claim to be sovereign, 
little islands of isolation cannot 
remain, 


All of these issues arise if India 
remains under one flag. If the 
center is to be partitioned into a 
Hindustan and a Pakistan, the 
problems to be settled by June, 
1948, are definitely more compli- 
cated, 

In that case, some way must 
be found to split the Indian armed 
forces and to create two new 
armies, navies and alr forces. 
The Government’s revenues, — 
and liabilities must be divided; 
economic controls and planning 
broken up; foreign relations and 
trade understandings rearranged; 
and all the warp and woof of 
Government readjusted, 


Many Indians who recognize the 
difficulties ahead argue that de- 
spite them the country must strive 
toward independence. If this is 
the condition after 200 years of 
British rule, they ask foreigners, 
what could be expected from an- 
other 50 years under the Union 
Jack? 

Two Major Conditions. 


Two major conditions are neces- 
sary if India jis to succeed i 
achieving nationhood. 

First, interna] peace must some- 
how be restored through the 
transitional period,’ 

Second, the country must be 
free of externa] threats until some 
stability is achieved, 

Internal peace is largely, if 
not entirely, a question of mutual 
agreement between the parties. 
The action of Viceroy Lord Wavell 
in bringing the Moslem League 


interim cabinet failed to produce 
inter-party understanding. 


Some hope is seen, however, in 
the recent appeal signed by both 
Gandhi and Jinnah against the 
use of violence in political affairs. 
This was the first joint action of 
the two party leaders since com- 
munal relations became acute, and 
it is regarded as the first fruit of 
Lord Mountbatten’s efforts to 
bring the parties together. 


Unless both the Congress and 
the League accept the Viceroy’s 
arbitration on, Pakistan, however, 
prevention of disorders reaching 
the scale of civil war would be- 
come nearly impossible. 


On the external front, India will 
clearly turn to Britain and pos- 
sibly to America for aid in ward- 
ing off any prospective poachers 
— it is able to plan its own de- 
ense, 


This country will also, accord- 
ing to the present signs, look in- 
creasingly to Britain and the 
United States to help it get on its 
feet economically. If internal or- 
der is maintained, the market for 
western goods and technical serv- 
ices will probably be limited in 
the next few years by the avail- 
able amount of foreign exchange.

with peanuts is one symptom of 
a@ momentous change in British 
policy which has been taking 
place almost unnoticed. For 
slowly, ponderously, the whole 
weight of British imperial policy 
has been shifting, and there are 
signs that, a step or two behind, 
British strategic policy will shift 
with it. - 

What has happened is that 
Africa has been slowly replacing 
India and the Far East as the 
focal point of the British empire. 
Moreover, an attempt is being 


made to export the limited British 
version of Socialism to the British 
possessions in Africa. Any good 
doctrinaire Socialist khows that 
Socialism and imperialism are mu- 
tually contradictory terms. Yet 
British history is a history of 
somehow making inherent contra- 
dictions work. From the tenta- 
tive beginnings now under way, 
of which the “groundnut scheme” 
for East Africa is the most ambi- 
tious, something new under ‘the 
sun—a Socialist empire—may yet 
emerge. 

Project Along TYA Lines. 
The groundnut schedule will be 
an attempt to apply the principle 
of the Tennessee Valley Authority 
(an experiment which has had a 
profound effect on British Social- 
ist thought) to East Africa, with 
peanuts substituted for electric 
power. An initial outlay of about 
25 million pounds ($100,500,000) 
will be used to establish a corpora- 
tion for the production of peanuts 
on a grand scale, Any profits 
will be plowed back into further 
developments. 

Thus it is hoped first, to raise 
the miserable standard of living 
of the East African natives. It is 
hoped second, and by no means 
incidentally, to correct the most 
serious deficit in the present Eng- 
lish diet—the shortage of fats and 
oils—-to which some dietitians at- 
tribute the low rate of production 
in British industry. In this way 
it is planned to eat the Socialist 
cake and keep the benefits of 
empire too, 

The groundnut scheme is only 
the most expensive of a number 
of similar schemes, all centering 
on the “Dark Continent.” Mineral 
deposits are to be nationaliged, on 
the pattern of the British na- 
tionalization of coal. In_ the 
Cameroons, a TVA-like project 
for the cultivation of former 
German lands has already 
been started. Nigeria’s electric 
power is to be nationalized. In 
West Africa, a plan is being 
formulated for government con- 
trol and marketing of cocoa. 

The economic importance of 
East Africa especially has been 
vastly increased by the discovery 
of important zinc and lead de- 
posits, and in Uganda, of the rich- 
est diamond mines in the world. 
(So rich are these mines, indeed, 
that production must be very 
carefully controlled, Otherwise, 
“diamonds would sell for two a 


penny.”) Plans are on foot for

This shift of emphasis, this new 
imperial focus has, of course, its 
strategic and military implica- 
tions, For generations the young 
men at Sandhurst have had it 
drummed into their heads that 
British strategy in the Mediterm 
ranean and the Middle East is 
designed to guard the “lifeline of 
empire.” The lifeline led, of. 
course, through Gibraltar and 
Suez to India and the Far East. 
Now two new factors are tend« 
ing to undermine this first come 
mandment in British strategie 
thinking. First, the lifeline was 
closed during most of the recent 
war, and the development of the 
long range plane and the new, 
weapons have made it exceeds - 
ingly unlikely that it would be 
held open in case of another. Sec- 
ond, there will soon be little or 
no empire in the Far East for 
the lifeline to lead to. 
These new factors have led te 
a disagreement (in less dignified 
circles it would be called a row) 
among the makers of British sta- 
tegic policy. The sides are almost 
exactly divided according to age. 
The older admirals and generals 
still think primarily in terms of 
British communications with the 
Far East. Hence they emphasize 
the need for strong positions—in 
Palestine, Cyprus, Egypt, and else- 
where—for the protection of the 
Suez Canal, | 

Theory of Younger Men. 
The younger men believe that 
the canal would be closed on the 
first day of hostilities, and that 
the strategic objective must there- 
fore be, not to keep it open, but te 
prevent its use by a _ potential 
enemy. They thus lay the main 
strategic emphasis on two points; 
East Africa, to be developed both 
as the paying proposition in the 
new empire, and as a main stra- 
tegic base; and Middle East oil, 
which the main African base 
would be designed to protect. For 
this purpose,:it is believed that 
control of the Arabian peninsula 
in case of war, and total controf 
of the Persian Gulf and the Indian 
Ocean, will be necessary, There 
is also some belief that a main 
forward base at Basra in Iraq ig’ 
essential. 
Two facts are of interest tn this 
strategic aksessment. First, the 
only potential enemy which the 
plan envisages is the Soviet Union. 
The younger school of British 
strategists inclines to the belief 
that Russian logistic difficulties 
in case of a thrust south would 
be so great that given overwhelm. 
ing air superiority to balance 
against the massive Russian mane 
power, the Russians could be con- 
tained and the essential positions 
saved. 
Second, it is obviously a basie 
assumption that the world commit- 
ments of the United States, and

PLANNED AS WORLD 
AIR CROSSROADS 


Field to Cover 7 Square 
Miles When It Is Com- 
pleted in 1953.

LONDON, May 10 (AP)-—Lon- 
don airport is rising‘out of the 
gravel pits, mud flats, ditches and 
ponds of Middlesex to become one 
of the great crossroads of inter- 
national air travel. 

Eventually — when it is com- 
pleted in 1953—it will cover an 
area of seven square miles, 12 
miles from Charing Cross, the cen- 
ter of London, By then it will be 
capable of handling 4000 east- and 
west-bound passengers hourly. 
Construction costs may be as low 
as $80,000,000 or as high as $120,- 
000,000. 

The airport, formerly known as 
Heathrow, had its genesis in the 
wartime need ‘for a Royal Air 
Force field near London capable 
of accommodating the largest 
types of aircraft. It was visual- 
ized then that such a field later 
would become the international 
airport for Britain. 

The London Airport, when com- 
pleted, is expected to cover 4480 
acres. In comparison, Idlewild 
Airport,. under construction in 
New York, will cover 4527 acres. 
Some of the other principal United 
States airports are: LaGuardia, 
555 acres; Washington National 


Airport, 729; Cleveland Municipal, 
1200, and Chicago Municipal, 630.

HE conclusive commentary on 
the Chinese Government has 
been given by Formosa. After

QUALLY effective as a means 

of repression are the secret 

police and the espionage serv- 
ice of the Kuomintang. 


The pretense that censorship 
has been abolished deceives no 
one. No university professor 
dares openly express an opinion, 
in or out of the classroom, unless 
it is favorable “to the regime. 
Newspapers take a little more 
latitude, but not often on serious 
questions or in such a way as to 
reflect unfavorably on those at 
the top. 

It would not be accurate to 
call contemporary China fascist, 
since the system is not closely 
enough organized, but fascistic it 
certainly. is. 

Revolt is not easy, therefore, 
except through loss to the Com- 
munists. And this does go on, 
especially among the young, de- 
spite the repression. It has less 
to do with ideological conversion 
than with disgust with the Kuo- 
mintang regime. 

For the Communists it is victory 
by default, except in the rural re- 
gions which they win by military 
which case the 
peasants have no choice. 

With young Chinese, especially 
of the intellectual classes, it is as 
with so many Americans 
have visited the Communist areas 
and come out glowing.

\ CANT as is the hope for im- 
provement, there is no chance 
of its growth so long as Amer- 
ica continues to give even color 
of support to the existing Gov- 
ernment, In fact, it. has already 
been diminished by such support 
as America has given in the form 
of maintenance of troops in the 
country, training of the National- 
ist army and the sale on easy 
terms of surplus property. 

That this support has been 
falsely exaggerated by the Com- 
munists is a consideration apart. 
The help already given has 
worked to entrench those now in 
power, those who make China's 
outlook hopeless. 

Whatever America’s intention 
may have been in keeping troops 
in China—and about this, too, the 
Communists consciously lie in 
their propaganda—the effect has 
been to stiffen the elements in 
power and negate prospects of 
reform, .

CTUALLY the Chinese Com- 

munists say much the same 

thing. They, too, think Amer-

They hold 
that a deal has been made;-sup- 
port for a corrupt, reactionary and 
quasi-fascist regime in: exchange 
for service against Russia. 

This must be emphasized and 
understood in America: many Chi- 
nese not Communist, not even 
radical, are coming to believe the 
same thing. And so far as they 
believe it, they have also come to 


republicanism and democracy. 
Therefore—and this, too, should 
be understood in America—anti- 
Americanism ‘is growing in China, 
not only among Communists and

Much of it is incited by Com- 
fmunist propaganda— lying propa- 
ganda, no doubt—but not all. 
There is an increasing conviction 
among all classes that America, 
having become supreme, is going 
the way of all great powers, ac- 
quisitive in its ends and cynical in 
its means,

HETHER the Chinese Com- 

munists are the spearhead of 

Russian expansion no one 
can say with certainty. Most of 
the internal evidence appears to 
be against this, although it is true 
that, since relations between 
America and Russia wersened, the 
Chinese Communist propaganda 
has paralleled Moscow propa- 
ganda point for point, 

Neither can anyone be certain 
that Russian aims in the Far East 
are exp:r.nsionist. 

But in any case it can be said, 
on all the evidence of contempo- 
rary cdnditions in China, that the 
course which America has fol- 
lowed so far cannot prevent either 
Russian expansion or the forma- 
tion of a Chinese Communist 
spearhead, 

| | . 


T must be repeated that noth- 
thing can prevent further Com- 

munist gains but a change in 
the spirit and methods of the 
Chinese Government, And this has 
nothing to do with the Commu- 
nist philosophy. 

If the Chinese Communists were 
extirpated by the end of this year 
there would be an equally strong 
dissident movement five years 
from now, one which would simi- 
larly result in civil war and thus 
lay China open to penetration, 
whether by Russia or any other 
strong power. 

If the only way to prevent 
further Communist gains is by a 
change in the spirit and methods 
of the present Government, Amer- 
ica is now pursuing a policy cal- 
culated to bring about the exaet 
opposite. 

Once the leaders of the “‘Nan- 
king regime recognized that the 
United States was not irrevocably 
committed to their support, that 
they could not blackmail America 
on a presumptive fear of a war 
with Russia and fatten on the pro- 
ceeds, they might change. It is 
not certain that they would, but

Certainly nothing else will bring 
that about short of a violent rev- 
olution that overthrows them—and 
perhaps at the same time precip- 
itates a larger war.

HE only way to make the 

leaders of the Nanking regime 

really believe that the United 
States does not stand behind them 
on any condition is blunt notice 
that the United States will with- 
draw all its armed forces in China, 
including the military mission 
which is training the Central Gov- 
ernment’s army.

Only two things can deter them. 
One is fear of a war with Amer- 
ica, the other is a strong and 
The first is not af- 
fected by whether we have a few 
thousand troops in China or not. 
The second is less likely to come 


about if we entrench those in- 
ternal elements that make unity 
and strength impossible. 

America could withdraw from 
China and put Russia on notice 
that Russia was not to enter, The 
effect would depend on how much 
Russia feared America, and not 
on whether we had 10,000 troops 
in China or 50,000.

ROM the coldest political and 
F strategical calculation, Amer- 

ica’s position in China is more 
vulnerable by reason of the pre- 
sumptive alliance with Nanking. 
For if it should come to a con- 
flict with Russia, America would 
find Nanking an incubus. 

If China were to be a theater of 
war, America would face a pow- 
erful Russian army in front and 
a hostile Chinese guerrilla army 
on its rear. 

The Nanking armies would be 
worth little or nothing; the Com- 
munist guerrillas would be dead- 
ly, for they have experience, train- 
ing and morale. 

The whole country would not 
support America. ‘It would be di- 
vided. There is not even certainty 
that the majority would be with 
us. 


If American strategical concep- 
tions count in China as a bulwark 
in the Far East, we are standing 
on a morass. It is as if when the 
British and American armies land- 
ed in Normandy, the French un- 
derground had been against us 
rather than with, us, 


For America the part of wis- 
dom is to~ withdraw from China 
entirely, to remain neutral, to let 
events take their course and to 
wait until both sides, being ex- 
hausted, see the need of agree- 
ment. 


Then to a unified government 
America could renew its offer of 
economic help toward reconstruc- 
tion and modernization, without 
which China cannot long survive 
as a great state. 

This may take time, but any at-

accusations? A reading of the in- 
dictment itself gives a ready an- 
swer, 


One of the worst charges 
against I. G, Farben is that it 
went into the concentration camp 
business with Himmler in order 
to utilize cheap slave labor. Dur- 
ing the war, according to the in- 
dictment, half of Farben’s total 
number of 200,000 workers came 
from slave labor. But the slave 
workers were not all brought to 
Farben plants. On the contrary, 
Farben. took over whole sections 
of some of the most notorious 
Nazi concentration camps, erected 
plants in them, and worked the 
inmates until they died. 

Plant at Auschwitz Camp. 

Of these curious Farben plants, 
the best known was at the worst 
concentration Camp of all—Ausch- 
witz. This camp was under the 
command of Rudolf Franz Ferdi- 
nand Hoess, who swore at Nurem- 
berg last year “that at least 2, 
500,000 victims were executed 
there by gassing and burning, 
and at least another 500,000 suc- 
cumbed to starvation and dis- 
ease, making a total of 3,000,000” 
—to quote his own words. 

But as the documents in the 
possession of the American pros- 
ecution make clear, thousands 
of these unfortunate mortals did 
not go to the ovens before they 
had labored long and hard for 
I. G. Farben. :

SHAW MANIFESTO 
URGES ADOPTION OF 
PHONETIC SPELLING 


Assrts With It Work Taking 
Five Days Could Be 
Done in Four 


“LONDON, May 10 (UP) — 
George Bernard Shaw has made 
a new demand for the adoption o* 
simplified phonetic spelling and 
similar . short cuts, saying the 
time saved would permit the man 
who now works five days to get 
the same results in four. 


In a manifesto sent to the House 
of Lords, House of Commons, and 
the Dail or Parliament of his na- 
tive Eire, Shaw estimated the 
time saved by phonetic spelling 
would be about 20 per cent. 

“We cannot afford to postpone 
it for five minutes,” he asserted. 

“As to teaching children writing 
and spelling, I urged a Minister 
of Education to allow and encour- 
age them to spell phonetically 


|just as they speak, which would 


enable the teachers to detect their 
mispronunciations and _ correct 
them, 

“He replied that the slightest 
hint at such heresy would banish 
him from public life. Freedom of 
spelling should be one of our slo- 
gans. Complete phonetic spelling 
is impossible,

“In the administration of- the 
Monowitz concentration camp,” 
the indf€tment explains, “Farben 
set up a special punishment divi- 
sion to which were sent workers 
who did not conform to the mur-

As a result of such action, beat- 
ings and other forms of corpo 
punishment were administered. 

“Farben, in complete defiance of 
all decency and human considera~- 
tions,” the indictment. continues, 
“abused its slave workers by sub- 
jecting them, to, among other 
things, excessively long, arduous - 
and exhausting work. The sole 
criterion of the right to live or 
die was the production efficiency 
of said inmates ... Besides those 
who were exterminated and com- 
mited suicide up to and sometimes 
over 100 persons died at their 
work every day from sheer ex- 
haustion.” 

Did the German business men at 
the top of the giant-LG. Farben 
trust know about these murderous 
processes at Auschwitz? a 
American indictment says they 
did. Herr Hoess confirmed this at 
Nuremberg. “Very often the Far- 
ben managers visited me in my 
office,” he said..Of Dr. Walter 
Duerrfield, director of the Farben: 
Buna plants at Auschwitz, and one 
of the twenty-four LG. officials in- 
dicted, Hoess recalled in his testi- 
mony at Nuremberg: “Dr. Duerr- 
field knew about the gassing of 
people and was worried about how 
to explain these dreadful things to 
his colleagues.” 

Of course, I. G. Farben was not 
the only German business concern 
to revert to barbarism to achieve 
production. The great armament 
works of Krupp was equally sav- 
age, judging from the documents 
that turned up at Nuremberg. 
Krupp officials, for example, them- 
selves —— the beating and 
torturing of slave laborers. In 
fact, special steel switches for 
whipping were turned out by this 
great steel works to be used on its 
own slave workers, But Krupp’s 
genius went even further. The 
company manufactured a special 
iron cupboard as one of its contri- 
butions to modern torture, and 


used it on its own employes.

Included in the pro- 
posed act will be a provision for 
citizenship for the island’s 23,000 
inhabitants, Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy W. John Kenney told 
reporters. 

Although Guam has been a 
United States possession for half 
a century, the natives have not 
been able to make their own laws. 
The Navy has controlled the 
island.

American railroads are about to 
have their freight car supply in- 
creased for the first time since the 
war years. It portends eventual 
relief of the critical shortage of 
shipping space, 

Rapidly rising output of new 
freight cars soon will outweigh 
the railroads’ retirements of over- 
age equipment, much of which 
had to be used long beyond 
its normal life. 

This month may mark the 
turning point. At the latest, rail- 
road men say, it will come by mid- 
summer. . 

Whenever it occurs, it will mark 
the initial mile-post in the pro- 
gram to solve a car shortage that 
has hamstrung various segments 
of the nation’s economy. 

No quick improvement in car 
supply is looked for, however, as 
new , hoppers, gondolas 
and other types appear in volume, 
the railroads may be expected to 
step up retirement of the more 
than 600,000 cars estimated to be 
26 or more years of age. 

Warren C. Kendall, chairman of 
the car service division of the 
Association of American Rail- 
roads, warns that “it will be some 
months before new cars are re- 
ceived in the volume needed,”

S. M. Felton, president of the 
American Railway Car Institute, 
said that repeatedly “car builders 
have projected rising production 
schedules only to be forced to re- 
vise them downward because of 
lack of steel.” Future schedules 
definitely will be met, he said, “in 
proportion to steel made avail- 
able.” 

On order by the railroads May 1 
were 102,085 new freight cars, 
enough to occupy the industry for 
10 months if the 10,000 car level 
of output is maintained. 

To do this the individual pro- 
ducers need a steady flow of “car 
sets,” which include all the steel 
parts in a car. . A boxcar, for 
example, requires 920 body steel 
items. 

70,000 Car “Set” on Order. 

The car builders say they have 
70,000 such “sets” on order but 
undelivered, with about half these 
ordc:3 dating back into 1946. 

Prospective improvement in’ the 
freight car supply comes none too 
soon. Here are the factors in the 
present situation: 

Number of serviceable freight 
cars on April 1 was 1,667,523, a 
decline of 5931 since Jan. 1 and of 
more than 50,000 in the past two 
years,

Worst Shortage in 20 Years. 

The boxcar shortage, described 
as the worst in 20 years, continues 
to be the most acute situation. 
A.A.R. officials estimate retire- 
ments of this type at 35,000 a year;

only 6173 boxcars were delivered; 
total ownership of this type car 
declined by nearly 13,000 units in 
the past year. 


Despite all this, there are a few 
rays of light appearing. R. V. 
Fletcher, former A.A.R, president 
and chairman of its transportation 
study committee, said the rail- 
roads are meeting “at least 90 
per cent of the demands for cars,” 
despite the smaller number of 
serviceable units available. 


The roads loaded 10,518,015 
cars in the first 13 weeks of 1947, 
higher than any similar period 
since 1930 and an increase of 8.1 
per cent over the first 1946 quar- 
ter. 

“Turn-around time,” the number 


of days elapsing between loads, 
was 14.16 cars in March compared 
with 14.9 in the same month a 
year ago and 15 for March, 1945. 
It has been estimated each day’s 
reduction in this time is equiva- 
lent to adding 100,000 cars to the 
supply. 

Appealing for continued prompt 
handling of all equipment by ship- 
pers and receivers, Kendal] said 
recently, “maximum efficiency in 
car handling has been, and will 
continue to be, our best insurance 
for a reasonable car supply.”

“It keeps you,” she says, “from 
feeling totally useless.”

Conscientious, hard - working 
Major Bowers who is in charge 
of the intricate United States 
Army telephone network in Frank- 
fort, mearby Hoechst and Bad 
Homburg, glories in the fact that 
his wife has not become what the 
Germans call “one of those Amer- 
ican damn dependents.” 


Mrs. Bowers, naturally ener- 
getic and a good housekeeper by 
nature, has the deep respect of 
her German cook, Hanna, and her 
maid, Lisa, because “she knows 
how to do things for herself.” In 
fact, unlike the grudging and 
slightly patronizing obedience 
which so many German servants 
accord their American mistresses 
in Germany today, Mrs. Bowers’s 
servants show a real respect for 
the American family they serve. 


Coupled with the fact that the 
Germans have-.no great respect 
for the American plan of odtupa- 
tion and for the conduct of the 
military as a whole is the general 
attitude of too many Americans 
who regard their being in Ger- 
Many as an opportunity for one 
great holiday, 

It is this air of being on holiday 
that gives the cities of Germany 
an atmosphere of being overrun 
by a great horde of good-natured 
people without much responsibil- 
ity but with a great lump of cash 
to dispose of in as short a time 
as possible,

“All the 
American wives are interested in 
is doing as little as possible and 
all the Germans are interested in 
is promoting anything—sympathy, 
cigarettes, fats, white flour, shoes, 
or anything else so long as it 
isn’t work.”

When it comes to enumerating 
actual hardships of a wife and 
mother trying to create an exist- 
ence for her family in occupied 
Germany, Mrs. Bowers says she 
is stumped. She will name such 
things as the fact that the kitchen 
sink has no drainboard or that 
the oven is not large enough to 
take a turkey roaster, but she 
says that the real hardship of any 
American woman in Germany to- 
day stems from ennui and the 
feeling that so far the whole busi- 
ness of occupation hag been a 
waste of time. 


The Germans show no signs of 
enthusiasm for the American way 
of life. Theirs, rather, is a half- 
amused and patronizing tolerance 
for a group of ill-assorted, un- 
trained, big-hearted people who 
are muddlingly engaged in trying 
to teach the Germans the error 
of their ways. 


“They have their subtle ways of 
telling us what they think of the 
occupation,” Mrs. Bowers said. 
“For instance, during the terrible 
winter, there was a half-serious 
German joke —‘under Hitler we 
did not have such cold weather.’”

ship as ever went to sea, This was . 


the American Turtle, and I can 
think of no act in all the Revolu- 
tlonary war that called for more 
cold courage than that displayed 
by the Turtle’s operator. 

The time was late summer of 
1776. The Declaration had been 
signed on July 4. Less than two 
months later the Americans were 
badly beaten on Long Island and 
forced to retreat to the mainland 
of Manhattan. Things looked dark 
for the Patriot cause. It was then 
that the American high command 
made use of what newspapers of 
the time regrettably failed to an- 
nounce as a secret weapon. 

This weapon was really secret 
and genuinely new. The Ameri- 
can Turtle was conceived in the 
unusual mind of David Bushnell, 
a farmer boy of Connecticut, who 
had been uated from Yale Col- 
lege in 1775. During his college 
ears he had become interested 
n methods to explode charges of 
gunpowder tinder water. Promptly 
on graduation, he set out to devise 
an underwater craft to be used 
against British ships of war which 
were beginning to close American 
ports. With help and encourage- 
ment from another Yale man, Dr. 
Benjamin Gale, young ~Bushnell 
went to work, Late in 1775, the 
Turtle was ready for its trial run 
in the Connecticut river near Say- 
brook. 

Whether Bushnell himself op- 
erated the craft is not known. He 
was described as “frail.” In &ny 
case, the trials must have been 
encouraging, for presently Gen. 
Samuel H. Parsons of the Conti- 
nental Army was calling for “two 
or three volunteers” to learn how 
to operate the Americans’ secret 
weapon. 

Amon the volunteers 


was 
Sergt. Lee of 


e, Conn., 


one of our really great forgotten 


heroes. Lee, surely, was fit to 
command the first submarine ever 
on the water, any water; and one 
idly wonders what he thought 
when he first laid eyes on this 
floating coffin. The Turtle was 
made of oak frame timber in the 
shape of a round clam. It was 
bound with iron bands, the seams 
calked, and “the whole smear’d 
over with tar.” The top or head 
was of thick sipss. 

“On a clear day,” said Lee later, 
“T could see to read at a depth 
of three fathoms.” 

But little reading was Lee to 
do once he had been clamped into 
his primeval sub. There was, too 
much to attend to. The craft was 
six feet high. A foot spring 
opened a cock which let water 
into a compartment, for submerg- 
ing; two hand pumps were used, 
az menety but Lee—the only man 

d — to empty the compart- 
ment, for rising. When on the 
surface, two smal! tubes let air 
into the vessel, but when sub- 
merged the operator had to get 
along with such oxygen as was 
present. 

The Turtle’s inventor said that 
the vessel contained “sufficient 
air to support the operator for 30 
minutes.” Candles were tried for 
lighting, but they consumed the 
oxygen. Resort was had to “two 
pieces of shining wood, or foxfire” 
—phosphorescent wood — to light 
the compass and the depth gauge. 
In the dépth gauge was a cork 
that rose with the descent of the 
vessel, and fell with the ascent. 
“A one-inch rise of the cork,” said 
Lee, “denoted a depth of one 
fathom,”

OR ballast, the Turtle carried 
F 900 pounds of lead on her bot- 
tom, a part of which could be 
cut loose and lowered by cable to 
act as an anchor. For motive pow- 
er, there were two sets of paddles 
— ‘like the arms of a windmill,” 
said Lee—furnished with a crank 
for each set. The smaller set was 
at the Turtle’s head, or top, and 
aided the vessel to ascend. The 
larger paddies, 12 inches long, 
were the lateral motive power. 
us turning of the 
crank,” Lee reported, “I could 
make about three miles an hour.” 
There was also a ge a sort 
of fin on the craft’s 
Such was the Turtle oad but 
there was still more rigging for 
Lee to operate, for the vessel 
carried a complicated boring ma- 
chine; and a sort of torpedo, 
called a magazine, which was the 


' eraft’s offensive weapon. What 


with holes all over the ship to 
permit entry of the various shafts 


-of the propellers, of the rudder, 
‘the pumps, and 


the boring appa- 
ratus, it seems a wonder that 
Lee did not operate in water up 


to his waist, but he never com- 


ed of bilge in his scuppers. 

r. Benjamin Gale vowed that 
“all of these shafts are so curi- 
ously fixed as not to admit any 
water to incommode the ma- 
chine.” 

In November of 1775, Lee made 
several experimental voyages. 
Troubles developed. In late Nov- 
ember the forcing pumps were 
not performing well. In early 
December, Dr. Gale was writing 
Silas Deane to say that the shin- 
ing wood or foxfire failed in 
frosty weather, and asked to learn 
if “Dr. Franklin might know of 
any kind of phosphorus that will 
give light in the dark and not 
consume the air.” Gale had met 
Lee, whom he found to be “no 
enthusiast, but a perfect philoso- 
pher, and by no means doubtful of 
succeeding.” Any man who was 
going to put to sea in the Turtle 
simply had to be a perfect philos- 
opher. 

The experimental voyages con- 
tinued throughout the spring and 
early summer of ‘76, mostly in 
Long Island Sound. Meanwhile, 
the Britsh had taken possession 
of Long Island, Staten Island, and 
Governors Island, The Sound was 
getting too warm. Lee and his 
helpers hauled the Turtle out of 
the water at New Rochelle, took 
it overland to the Hudson, and 
launched it in the river. The 
time had come for the first 


_One-Man Submarine in a 
Daring Attempt to Sink a

It was August 1776, A British 
fleet lay in New York harbor just 
north of Staten Island, With it 
was a large number of transports. 
Soon came a favorable night. At

the Battery—the expedition halted, 
Lee crawled into his one-man sub,

Here was a voyage for a man 
of cold courage. Even in the quiet 
waters of Long Island Sound, in 
broad daylight, and with no lurk- 
ing enemy, a ride in the Turtle 
was something akin to suicide. 
There were so many things to go 
wrong with the bungling and com- 
plicated mechanisms. Should the 
lead weight on its bottom drop 
away, the operator might find

What was worse was 

the tide. Lee had to work 

hard to get the awkward 
craft turned about, and then 
by great labor at the crank “for 
the space of five glasses by the 
ship’s bells, or two and a half 
hours,” he at last arrived under 
the_stern of what he felt certain 
was the Eagle, looming up big 
and sinister in the twilight that 
precedes early dawn. 


Lee’s task was to attach the 


torpedo or magazine to the bottom 


of the man o’ war. This magazine 


Was an oak container shaped like - 


an egg. It was attached to the 
Turtle by a large screw, a little 
above the rudder. In the oaken 
egg were 130 pounds of gunpow- 
der, a clock and a guniock provid- 
ed “with a good flint that would 
not miss fire.”

The Turtle seems to have later 
been moved to the Delaware river 
where it helped to plant the river 
with floating kegs of powder and 
to send them bumping, and some- 
times exploding, among the Brit- 
ish fleet there. This event was 
celebrated in doggere] as “The 
Battle of the Kegs,” by Francis 
Hopkinson, which made sport of 
the terror of the British sailors 
at this new kind of atrocity. 


As for Lee, his cold-blooded 
courage had taken the eye of Gen, 
Washington himself. The com- 
mander-in-chief congratulated him 
in person and later employed him 
in some sort of secret service, 
probably as a spy. Lee also served 
bravely at the battles of Trenton, 
Brandywine and Monmouth, He 
died at Lyme, his home town, in 
1821, aged 72, full of honors as an 
outstanding hero of the Revolu- 
tion. Had a Longfellow fastened 
upon him, he would be as well 
known as Paul Revere, and it is 
a pity he isn’t. 


Fix It Yourself 


E received a nice letter, the 
other day asking what we 
thought about throwing cof- 
fee grounds down kitchen sink 
drains on the assumption that the 
grounds help keep the drain clean. 
The answer is a loud “no” in sev- 
eral different languages. Coffee 
grounds do a drain as much good 
as a shovelful of sand would. 
Now that we seem to be on the 
subject of kitchen sink drains we 
might remind you that grease is 
still the most effective item for 
keeping a drain perpetually 
stopped up. Keep grease out of 
the sink as much as possible but 
if you do have a lot of greasy 
water in the sink, flush it down 
with plenty of hot water.

A chemical cleaner can be used 
to soften up the grease once it has 
collected inside the drain but 
you’ve got to use the right cleaner, 
Caustic potash will transform the 
grease into a soft soap that can be 
washed away with hot water. 
Caustic soda is not a good cleaner 
for the sink as this chemical] turns 
the grease into something that is 
just about insoluble in cold, hot or 
any other kind of water you hap- 
pen to have around,

HE ehief complaint against a 

duck is that it usually doesn’t 

“go very far.” An average-size 
@uck will feed four, but not sump- 
tuously, by any means. And it 
4an't cheap, so people don’t serve 
it as often as they would like. 

Here's the way they prepare 
duck in Havana at a famous res- 
taurant—and you'll find the duck 
really does stretch this way to 
feed six people happily. Get a 
tender young duck, about three to 
four pounds, and have it cut up 
into serving pieces as you would a 
frying chicken, Singe it carefully, 
take off any excess fat and wash 
and dry it. 


Make a seasoned flour mixture |” 


by mixing one-half cup flour, one 
and one-half teaspoons salt, one- 
half teaspoon ground ginger and 
one-fourth teaspoon black pepper. 
Roll the pieces of duck in this 
until they are completely coated. 
Now, brown the oe of duck 
slowly in two tablespoons good 
olive oil and when golden brown 
all over, remove and put in a 
three-quart casserole. 

Add one-half cup finely minced 
onion and one-half clove of 
chopped garlic to the oil remain- 
ing in the pan and fry them until 
lightly browned, together with one- 
half pound of fresh mushrooms, 
.sliced. You may have to add a 
little more oil—the mushrooms use 
quite a bit, I've found, 

. > 

WHEN THE VEGETABLES 
are cooked, take the pan from the 
fire and add two cups dry red 
wine, one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
fourth teaspoon marjoram and a 
good dash of pepper. Pour this 
mixture over the pieces of duck in 
the casserole, cover and bake in a 
moderate oven for about an hour 
and a half or until the duck is 
meltingly tender. 

Have ready two cups cooked 
Tice and make a ring of this on 
top of the duck. Fill the center 
with the contents of a package of 
frozen peas, which have been de- 
frosted of course. Replace the 
cover and bake 20 minutes longer, 
until the rice is heated through 
and the peas are hot and tender. 
You can use fresh peas if you pre- 
fer—cook them in salted boiling 
water for a few minutes until 
they begin to get tender and then 
let them finish cooking in the 
casserole.

ONION RINGS: There are two 
ways to prepare French fried onion 
rings that are so light and delicate 
they should not disturb the inner 
man in the least. First, in either 
case, skin large firm onions, cut 
them in quarter-inch slices cross- 
wise and separate into rings. 

For recipe No. 1, soak the rings 
in one-half cup milk mixed with 
one-half cup water for half an 
hour. Then drain the onions, put 
them on paper towels and dredge 
them with flour. Season them 
with salt and pepper and fry to 
a light brown in deep fat-—from 
350 to 370 degrees. 

Recipe No. 2 dips the onion 
rings—-unsoaked—one at a time in 
a batter made by combining two 
beaten egg yolks with one-half cup 
of milk, three-fourths cup of cake 
flour and one-half teaspoon salt. 
Fry the battered rings in deep fat 
at about 395 degrees. Drain on 
absorbent paper and serve very 
hot.

Let 
the meat brown well on all sides. 
Add just enough water to cover, 
put the lid on and let simmer for 
about an hour and a half. Care- 
fully pick the bones from the. meat 
and add two cups potatoes, cut in 
cubes, a cup of baby carrots, cut 


in halves. and one and one half} 


cups small peeled white onions, 
left whole. Season well with salt 
and pepper, add more water just 
to cover, put the lid on again and 
cook for three quarters of an hour, 
until the vegetables are tender. 

Put meat and vegetables in a 
casserole. Stir two tablespoons 
flour to a paste with a little water 
and rub into the pan juices, Stir 
over low heat until smooth and 
thick. Add one fourth teaspoon 
each of basil, savory and mar- 
joram, check for salt and pepper, 
and pour “over lamb and vege- 
tables. Let stand for an hour, 
after sprinkling top with parsiey. 
Cover with biscuit dough and bake 
in a moderate oven for 30 minutes 
er until crust has browned.

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KSD Buys Site 
For Transmitter 


On East Side 


SD has bought a 67-acre tract 

on the East Side two miles 

north of East St. Louis on U.S. 
Highway 66 as a site for a new 
5000-watt transmitter, erection of 
which is to start within a few 
weeks with completion scheduled 
for October. Using this trans- 
mitter and an accompanying spe- 
cial aerial system, KSD will broad- 
cast with 5000 watts power at 
night instead of 1000 watts. 


Because the transmitting aerial 
system will be designed for di- 
rectional radiation, KSD’s broad- 
casting toward the City of St. 
Louis then will be with power 
equivalent to about 15,000 watts, 
KSD’s coverage at night will be 
increased by as much as 3700 
square miles. Reception of KSD 
programs on the whole should be 
considerably improved, according 
to George M. Burbach, general 
manager of the station. 


KSD’s main studios and offices 
will remain in the Post-Dispatch 
Building at Olive and Twelfth 
streets, All programs broadcast 
by KSD will go from the main 
control rooms in the Olive street 
studios to the East Side trans- 
mitter over special underground 
wire circuits equalized for high 
fidelity. 


The new transmitter site was 
chosen because it is level and 
moist and so especially suitable 
for an efficient grounding sys- 
tem, which is as essential for good 
broadcasting as is a modern aerial 
system, 


The transmitting apparatus will 
be housed in a modern-styled one- 
story building. This building will 
have an observation room for 
visitors, an engineers’ workshop, 
a utility room, a garage, an elmer- 
gency studio for use if the trans- 
mitter ever is cut off from the 
studios in St. Louis, and emer- 
gency power generating equip- 
ment, 

When the new transmitter goes 
into operation in ‘the fall, KSD 
programs will be broadcast from 
an aerial system of four 445-foot 
steel towerg connected with the 
transmitting apparatus by under- 
ground wire circuits. The aerial 
towers will be of the steel lattice 
type and will stand on huge in- 
sulators, 

There will be about 40 miles of 
heavy copper wire in the ground 
system, in which 120 wires 450 
feet long will radiate from the 
base of each tower and will be 
buried 10 inches in the earth. 

Only at night will all four tow- 
er aerials be used for §000-watt 
directional broadcasting. - In the 
daytime, when the interference

Legitimate Theater 
Enjoys Comeback

T IS USUAL in summing up a theatrical season to take a dark ; : 
view of things. The theater, it is fashionable to mutter, is totter-| |

nothing to do but go to the nearest bar (there’s one very convenient |' 


to the American Theater) and drown your sorrows, 

However, an analysis of the season at the American ending | 
next Saturday with the final performance.of “Bloomer Girl” doesn’t 
support this. In fact, it is cause for downright sunniness among 
devotees of the art of Shakespeare, Shaw, Richard Rodgers and 
Billy Rose. The theater, here in St. Louls anyway, is definitely 
looking up, come movies, radio, weekend automobile trips, television 
and the carpings of sour drama critics. It’s a sinewy, willowy thing, 
springing back after being trampled low, full of muscle, vigor, heady 
ideas and box-office take. 


THE AMERICAN enjoyed what ties with one other year for the 
second longest season since it turned to first-class legitimate shows 
in 1918. It ran 34 weeks with 24 productions, and wag dark only one 
week, when the “Life With Father” touring company was unex- 
pectedly disbanded. The longest season it had was 1920-21, with 37 
weeks. In the great boom year of 1928-29, it played only 16 weeks, 
excluding movies. And it sank to a low of seven weeks’ legitimate 
time in the depths of the depression in 1933-34. It averaged 28 weeks 
the previous three seasons to this, so is still on the upgrade. 

x * * 

FROM AN ENTERTAINMENT view, the season was pretty 
satisfactory. The 24 productions, in our opinion, break down into 
these categories: Excellent, 10; good, 7; fair, 4; poor, 3. This good 


record is due of course to the fact St. Louis and other road cities

THERE WERE SOME BAD aspects to the season, it is true. 
There were only two new serious dramas, A turkey like “Trouble 
for Rent” was accommodated, but the scheduled appearance of 
O'Neill's “The Iceman Cometh” had to be postponed because of fear 
of a poor reaction if it followed close on to the unpopular “A Moon 
for the-Misbegotten.” And a few of the New York hits seemed 
over-rated. 


Although the American took in more money than ever before, 
it paid out more. The profits were less than in some shorter seasons. 
That was because production costs have gone up 60 per cent and 
operating costs 50 per cent since the '20s while prices, Beisriian says, 
have risen here since then only, as a’rule, in the amount of the tax. 
A half dozen productions lost money for the company in their runs 
here. In five cases it was due to high production costs. In the 
other, to a really poor business. Most of this year’s profits, Beisman 
asserts, will have to go back into new seats for the entire lower 
floor, and a: cooling system, which have been ordered and will be 
installed next season if . they can be obtained.

OF COURSE, there's no pretense that the total legitimate theater 
business in St. Louis is now back where it was in the old days. 


Before the movies began to make their inroads, even in the early in 


"20s, there were 60 or 70 weeks a year of “legit” in St. Louis. For, 
in addition to the American, at that time there wag the Shubert- 
Jefferson, later replaced by the Shubert-Rialto, which closed in 1982. 
When Beisman first went into the theatrical business as an usher 
in 1912, there were four first-class legitimate houses here — the 
Shubert, later called the Shubert-Jefferson (closed 1925); the Olympic 
{closed 1915); the Garrick (closed 1919), and the Century (closed 
1912). In addition the American and Imperial played cheaper pro- 
ductions and the Haviin played blood and thunder. Various stock 
companies also took some of the play business here at one time or 
another at the Park, Rialto, Empress, Orpheum, Shenandoah and

OONTRARY TO THE OLD SAW about the week in St. Louis 
and Holy Week being the worst weeks on the circuit, St. Louis is a 
very good show tow#, Beisman thinks. It ranks after only Washing- 
ton and Detroit as a road town, sometimes ahead of Detroit. Of 
course, it's behind the “run” cities of Chicago, Boston, Philadelphia, 
Los Angeles and San Francisco, But it’s ahead of such comparable 
cities in size as Cleveland, Pittsburgh and Baltimore, In 35 years, 
Beisman asserts, he never saw a good show do a bad St. Louis biz, 
as Variety would say. It is true theater-goers here are more dis- 
criminating and aren't as receptive to “low-down” stuff as in, aay, 
Chicago. 

Beisman believes this area could support another legitimate 
theater if productions were available, As it is, the American absorbs 
all the touring productions. Los Angeles, Beisman thinks, may pro- 
vide the answer and some day become as big a show-producing 
center as New York. The movie companies now invest a good deal 
of capital in Broadway shows. The day will come, Beisman reasons, 
when they'll turn to producing their own plays to give their younger

cographer of Hiram College, pro- 
nunciation editor for Webster's 
New International Dictionary, sec- 
ond edition, and co-author of A 
Pronouncing Dictionary of Ameri- 
can English, stated in a recent 
newspaper article that the teach- 
ing of English today is as 
unrealistic aed ineffective as it 
was when he went to school 50 
years ago. 

Such opinions as these, and sim- 
ilar comments of countless teach- 
ers who write to me from all parts 
of the nation, convince me that

Wheels, 

The small film makes it possible 
to use the equipment_in labora- 
tories on wheels. These can be 
moved from one part of a city to 
another or into farm areas where 
no such equipment is available. 

Besides X-ray, there are other 
methods of detecting the disease 
in early stages. One of these is 
the skin test, used especially on 
children. : 


About 12 cases have been found 
among each 1000 of those appar- 
ently healthy citizens who have 
been examined. If this rate is true 
of the whole United States it 
means there are at least 1,680,000 
cases in the nation. 

Doctors say the new methods 
make it possible to detect tuber- 
culosis in such early stages that 
70 per cent of the cases will be in 
that class. Of the 70 per cent, at 
least 25 per cent won't need to go 
to bed. They can be supervised 
on their feet until the doctor is 
certain their disease is arrested. 
This may take two or three years. 

The others will have to be 
treated, in bed, for periods rang- 
ing from one to three years, 

Far Less 

Even for these bed cases, surgi- 
cal treatments have been devel- 
oped that make tuberculosis far 
less dangerous than before, 

In addition, streptomycin has 
been found effective for some 
types of the disease, such as skin, 
glandular and laryngeal tubercu- 
losis. Dr. Hilleboe says the value 
of this new drug in lung tuber- 
culosis is not yet known but that 
it is being tested now, Lung tu- 
berculosis causes by far the great- 
est number of deaths. | 

A new preventive also is being 
tried, BCG vaccine, discovered 30 
years ago in Europe. Dr. Hilleboe 
says it has been used with good 
results among American Indians, 
It now is being tried on a mass 
acale in Columbus, Ga.

IKE a circus without animals, the Metropolitan Opera 
Company takes to the road with sets, properties and 


some 300: people packed into a two-train safari. Un- -

This year the troupe has 19 operas filed away in 
its baggage cars, each with its own props complete to 
the last helmet and halberd.

They coach 
in whatever language the opera calls for. Singers have 
so many roles to learn that memory lapses are taken 
for granted.

Considering its magnitude and its limited audience, 
opera is stage entertainment in its most costly form. 
Never has the Met earned enough from its own 3000 
seats in New York to pay its way. Various by-products, 
such as profits from its concert bureau and sales of re- 
cording and broadcast rights, help sustain it. But it 
depends on the annual tour to get it out of the red. 

Last year the Met gave three performances in Kiel 
Auditorium Convention Hall. It played to the biggest 
audiences and the largest gross—$103,000—for three 
operas in its history. From this the Symphony Society 
received about $6000, after paying all local expenses, for 
its maintenance fund. Boris Godunoff is included in this 
year's St. Louis repertory.

TANDING unpretentiously in a corner of the University of Illinois 
campus in Champaign is a newly built five-and-c-half-room 
house. It looks like any other conventional-modern small home, 

but it's a scientific guinea pig. The research data it produces may 
well influence the planning and design of low-cost, single-family 
dwellings of tomorrow. 

The house, completely furnished and occupied, will be devoted 
to the study of warm air heating under actual home conditions. Built 
by the National Warm Air Heating and Air Conditioning Association, 
a trade organization, it will be turned over to the university's Small 
Homes Council in formal dedication ceremonies next month. Re- 
pein imel will be carried on independently by the university through the 
coun ) 

First project in the house is a study of a new type duct system. A 
main trunk duct leading from a conventional forced air heating unit 
runs the length of the basement; it is of the same size throughout its 
length. From it rectangular branch ducts, also untapered, run 
through walls to room registers. If the system (known as the extended 
plenum system) proves successful, it may mean an appreciable sav- 
ing in building costs. Later the duct system will be removed and 
warm air — heating studied. 

This is the nadie several experimental houses to be erected at 
the university's @ Research Center, which eventually will occupy 
a four-block area, University. officials expect the center to become 
the most extensive proving ground in the country for ideas about 
designing, building, equipping and maintaining small homes. It will 
include a large demonstration building containing laboratories, shops, 
exhibition space, lecture room and offices.

EW ORLEANS shrimp cookery, savory and highly 
seasoned, has an excellent reputation among con- 
noisseurs. Many cooks search out old Creole 


_recipes and adapt them. —— E. Edmonds, proprietor 
as 


of the Edmonds restaurant, collected many of such 
recipes—shrimp saute sec is one of her Creole dishes. 

To prepare two portions of this dish Mrs. Edmonds 
melts four to eight tablespoons butter in a skillet, adds 
juice and thin-sliced rind of half a lemon, a dash of 
cayenne, salt and pepper to taste. The butter is heated 
until clear, then one tablespoon minced garlic is put in 
to cook until it colors slightly. One pound raw shrimp, 
peeled and cleaned, is added next and cooked until 
shrimp turn pink. One-half cup dry sherry, then one- 
half cup each minced parsley and green onions and
